Pursuant  to  a  warrant  duly  issued,  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  represented  by  their  duly  elected  and 
qualified  Town  Meeting  Members,  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  East  Junior 
High  School  on  Monday ,  February  1 1 , 1980. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:52  o’clock  in  the  evening  by  the 
Moderator,  Mr.  Gerald  J.  Walsh. 

The  assembly  joined  in  the  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  Flag  of  the  United 
States. 

Prayer  for  divine  guidance  was  offered  by  Rev.  Kenneth  Rayner,  Pastor, 
First  Baptist  Church. 

The  Town  Meeting  Members  were  sworn  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

There  were  158  Town  Meeting  Members  present. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  present. 

A  moment  of  silent  prayer  was  held  in  memory  of  Gerald  J.  Gray,  Pre¬ 
cinct  5,  who  passed  away  since  the  last  Town  Meeting.

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Donahoe  (4),  it  was 


UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED  (8:05  P.M.):  That  Article  1  be  taken  up  in 
conjunction  with  all  other  Articles  in  the  Warrant. 
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Mrs.  Holly  gave  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Donahoe  (4),  it  was 

SO  VOTED  (8:10  P.M.):  That  the  report  be  accepted  and  placed  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 


ARTICLE  2  —  Transfer  Land  at  South  Junior  High  to  Library  Trustees. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Donahoe  (4):  That  the  Town  transfer  a  certain  parcel 
of  land  on  Peach  Street  adjacent  to  the  South  Junior  High  School,  from  the 
care,  custody  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the  care,  custody  and 
control  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library,  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  location  for  a  branch  library;  and  further  that  the  Town  ratify  and 
confirm  the  action  previously  taken  by  the  School  Committee  on  January  7, 
1980  transferring  said  parcel  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  said  land  being  more 
particularly  described  as  a  portion  of  Plot  1C  on  Assessor’s  Plan  1098,  and 
being  bounded  and  described  as  follows;  beginning  at  a  stone  bound  on  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Peach  Street  as  laid  out  by  the  Norfolk  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  on  December  18,  1951,  said  bound  being  approximately  178  feet  west¬ 
erly  of  a  stake  marking  the  tangent  point  on  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Liberty 
Street  and  Peach  Street;  thence  running  westerly  along  said  northerly  sideline 
of  Peach  Street  along  a  curve  of  2,000  feet  radius  to  the  right  for  a  distance  of 
100.00  feet  to  a  point,  thence  turning  to  the  right  and  running  N  —  04°  37’ 
57”  —  W  for  a  distance  of  136.00  feet  to  a  point,  thence  turning  to  the  right 
and  running  S  —  69°  46’  27”  —  E  along  a  ling  that  is  approximately  35  feet 
from  and  parallel  to  the  face  of  the  South  Junior  High  School  building  for  a 
distance  of  157.93  feet  to  a  point,  thence  turning  to  the  right  and  running 
S  —  09°  30’  20”  —  W  for  a  distance  of  105.00  feet  to  a  point  on  the  said 
northerly  sideline  of  Peach  Street,  thence  turning  to  the  right  and  running 
N  —  80°  29’  40”  —  W  along  the  said  northerly  sideline  of  Peach  Street  a 

distance  of  22.00  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  point  of  beginning,  said  parcel 
containing  approximately  16,217  square  feet.

(8:40  P.M.). 

ARTICLE  3  —  Transfer  Veazie  Building  to  Library  Trustees. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Donahoe  (4),  it  was: 
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SO  VOTED  (8:42  P.M.):  That  the  Town  transfer  from  the  care,  custody 
and  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  the  care,  custody  and  control  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library  a  certain  VA  story  wood  frame  dwell¬ 
ing  presently  located  at  South  Junior  High  School  at  Peach  Street  on  a  portion 
of  Plot  1C  on  Assessor’s  Plan  1098,  and  formerly  located  at  Capen’s  Circle, 
being  more  particularly  described  as  Parcel  11—11  acquired  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  for  the  purpose  of 
using  said  building  as  a  branch  Library. 


ARTICLE  4  —  Renovate  Building  and  Construction  of  Foundation,  Highlands 
Library  Branch. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  Mr.  Donahoe  (4)  and  after  a  teller  count,  the 
Moderator  declared  the  motion  by  a  vote  of  1 1 1  in  the  affirmative  and  37  in 
the  negative  SO  VOTED:  (8:47  P.M.): 

That  there  be  appropriated  by  transferring  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
account  the  sum  of  $75,000.00  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  perma¬ 
nent  foundation  on  land  located  on  Peach  Street  and  to  make  certain  renova¬ 
tions  to  the  building  to  be  situated  thereon,  as  well  as  accessory  work  to  the 
adjacent  land,  as  may  be  necessary  for  Library  purposes,  the  location  of  said 
foundation  being  on  a  portion  of  Plot  1C  of  Assessor’s  Plan  1098  as  more  fully 
described  in  Article  Number  2  of  this  warrant  and  the  building  being  more 
fully  described  in  Article  Number  3  of  this  Warrant.

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ARTICLE  8.  Construction  Licenses. 

MOVED  by  Mr.  Mollica  (5):  That  the  Town  amend  its  By-Laws,  dated 
June  18,  1940,  as  most  recently  amended,  by  adding  to  Article  XIII  “Uses” 
a  new  section  30  as  follows:  “Section  30.  Licensing  of  persons  in  control  of 
construction  work.” 

A.  In  General: 

1.  License.  A  License  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  required  for  any 
person  taking  charge  of  building  construction  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

2.  When  Required.  Six  Months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section,  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  perform  any  work  for  which  a  permit  is  required  under  the 
Building  Code  unless  the  work  is  performed  under  the  direct  and  personal  super¬ 
vision  and  control  of  a  person  who  is  duly  licensed  as  in  this  section  provided 
any  such  permit  shall  be  taken  out  only  by  a  person  holding  such  license. 

B .  Bo  ard  o  f  Examiners : 

1.  A  Board  of  Examiners  is  hereby  created  and  established,  comprised 
of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  hereafter 
referred  to  in  this  section  as  the  Board.  Each  member  of  the  Board  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years  provided,  however,  that  the  initial  members 
of  the  Board  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
three  years:  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years:  and  one  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

The  Board  shall  determine  the  qualifications  required  of  applicants  for 
license  and  shall  hold  examinations,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for 
it.  Due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  such  examinations  shall  be  posted 
in  the  office  of  the  Building  Department.  The  Board  shall  issue  a  license  to  any 
person  so  found  by  the  Board  to  possess  the  required  qualifications.  The  Name 
and  Address  of  each  person  so  found  to  be  qualified  shall  thereupon  be  certified 
by  said  Board  to  the  Building  Inspector  who  shall  make  a  record  thereof  which 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 

C.  License  by  Affidavit : 

Any  person  who  shall  by  a  statement  under  penalties  of  perjury,  together 
with  such  other  evidence  as  may  be  required  by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  show 
that  he  has  had  supervision  or  control  of  such  work  in  which  he  has  applied  to 
be  licensed  and  shall  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  qualified  by  education,  training 
and  experience  to  have  supervision  or  control  of  such  work,  may  without  other 
examination  be  licensed. 
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D.  Exemption: 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  provided,  the  Building  Inspector 
may  upon  proper  written  application  exempt  the  owner  or  occupant  of  a  dwell¬ 
ing  from  the  licensing  requirements  of  this  section  with  respect  to  work  on  such 
dwelling  or  buildings  accessory  thereto,  to  be  personally  supervised  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  said  owner  or  occupant. 

E.  Issuance  and  Renewal  of  Licenses: 

The  Board  upon  the  payment  of  the  required  fee  by  the  licensee  may 
issue  a  license  to  each  person  so  certified.  Each  license  shall  expire  one  year 
from  the  date  of  its  issuance.  Said  Board  shall  renew  a  license  upon  the  expira¬ 
tion  thereof  and  upon  payment  of  the  required  fee  therefor  for  the  further 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  renewal,  subject  to  the  above  conditions. 
If  a  license  has  lapsed  and  application  for  renewal  is  not  made  within  two  years 
thereafter,  the  application  must  be  re-examined. 

F.  Stopping  Work: 

If  for  any  cause  the  licensed  builder  who  signed  the  application  for  the 
building  permit  shall  cease  to  have  charge  or  control  of  the  work  before  such 
work  is  finished,  the  work  shall  stop  until  another  person  duly  licensed  for 
doing  such  work  has  been  placed  in  charge  thereof. 

G.  Fees: 

The  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  original  issuance  of  a 
license  shall  be  twenty— five  ($25.00)  dollars;  the  fee  for  annual  renewal  shall 
be  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  if  renewed  within  thirty  days  of  expiration:  and  twenty 
($20.00)  dollars  for  renewal  at  any  time  after  said  thirty  days. 

H.  Suspension  and  Revocation  of  Licenses: 

Any  person  who  is  duly  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
supervision  or  control  of  any  work  described  in  this  section  until  his  license  is 
revoked  or  suspended  upon  the  order  of  said  Board  after  hearing  charges  made 
by  the  Building  Inspector.  No  such  license  shall  be  revoked  or  suspended  except 
upon  proof,  satisfactory  to  said  Board  of  specific  charges  filed  with  said  Board 
by  the  Building  Inspector,  that  the  licensee  has  been  careless  or  negligent  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  in  connection  with  work  under  his  supervision  or  con¬ 
trol,  or  has  caused  or  permitted  a  violation  of  this  section  in  connection  there¬ 
with,  or  that  this  section  has  been  violated  in  connection  with  such  work  and 
that  the  licensee,  being  in  charge  of  such  work,  knew,  or  in  the  exercise  of 
such  diligence  should  have  known  of  such  violation.  Upon  learning  of  such 
carelessness,  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  this  action,  the  Building  Inspector 
shall  file  charges  with  said  Board.  Upon  the  filing  thereof  by  the  Building  In¬ 
spector  or  other  person,  said  Board  shall  give  the  licensee  notice  of  hearing 
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thereon,  which  hearing  shall  be  held  by  said  Board  not  less  than  seven  days 
after  date  of  said  notice,  such  notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  licensee  either  by 
service  in  hand  or  by  registered  mail  and  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing  and  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  charges.  At  such  hearing,  the  licensee 
may  be  represented  by  Counsel.  If  the  decision  of  the  Board  is  not  in  favor  of 
the  licensee,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  or  suspended  by  the  Board  on  such 
conditions  as  they  may  order.”

designated  by  the  Planning  Board  to  serve  as  their  representative  for  a  term  of 
one  year;  and  three  residents  at  large  who  shall  be  elected  to  serve  the  following 
terms;  initially,  one  resident  elected  for  a  one— year  term,  one  resident  elected 
for  a  two-year  term,  and  one  resident  elected  for  a  three— year  term,  and  there¬ 
after  each  resident  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Section  2.  A  member  of  said  Commission  shall  be  elected  as  Chairman, 
from  among  the  membership,  and  will  be  designated  as  the  Traffic  Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Section  3A.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  no  compensa¬ 
tion  for  their  services  as  Commissioners;  but  all  expenses  incurred,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town,  not  to  exceed  appropriation. 

Section  3B.  The  Commission  shall  have  exclusive  authority,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  to  adopt,  amend,  alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  General  Law  as  modified  by  this  act  relative  to  vehicular 
street  traffic  in  the  Town  and  to  the  movement,  stopping,  or  standing  of  ve¬ 
hicles  on,  and  their  exclusion  from  all  or  any  street  ways,  highways,  and  park¬ 
ways,  under  the  control  of  the  Town,  including  rules  and  regulations  designating 
any  way  or  part  thereof,  under  said  control,  as  a  through  way  under  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  Nine  of  Chapter  Eighty— Nine  of  the  General  Laws; 
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and  may  prescribe  penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  violation  of  any 
rule  or  regulations  adopted  hereunder. 

Section  3C.  The  Commission  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  prescribe  a  schedule  of  fines,  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars,  for  each 
violation  of  parking  regulations  in  the  calendar  year,  as  authorized  by  Section 
20C  of  Chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  3D.  No  such  rule  or  regulation  except  such  special  rules  and 
regulations  as  are  declared  by  vote  of  the  Commission  to  be  urgently  required 
by  consideration  of  public  safety,  necessity,  or  convenience,  or  such  as  are  of  a 
temporary  nature  and  are  to  be  effective  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  two 
weeks,  shall  take  effect  until  printed  for  two  successive  weeks  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  published  in  the  Town.  Upon  petition  of  twenty— five  registered 
voters  of  the  Town  relative  to  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  or  proposed  to 
be  adopted  under  this  section,  the  Commission  shall  hold  a  public  hearing 
thereon  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  with  the  Commission  of  such  petition, 
and  final  action  thereon  shall  be  determined  only  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
membership  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  erect, 
make,  and  maintain,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  made,  and  maintained,  traffic 
signs,  signals,  markings,  and  other  devices  for  the  control  of  such  traffic  in  the 
Town,  and  for  informing  and  warning  the  public  as  to  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  hereunder,  subject,  however,  to  section  two  of  Chapter  Eighty— Five 
and  Sections  Eight  and  Nine  of  Chapter  Eighty— Nine  of  the  General  Laws. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  Commission  to  adopt 
any  rule  or  regulation  excluding  the  vehicles  or  buses  of  a  street  railway  or  bus 
Company  from  any  way  or  part  thereof  in  which  it  has  a  location,  or  to  modify 
or  limit  any  power  or  authority  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  or  any  power  now  vested  in  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  or  Heads  of  Departments  with  reference  to  the  issuance  of  licenses 
or  permits  for  the  opening,  using,  or  occupying  of  streets  and  sidewalks.

18,  1940,  and  as  most  recently  amended,  by  adding  a  new  Article  XIIIA  as 
follows:  Article  XIIIA  Historic  District  By-Law. 

Section  1.  This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Historic 
District  By-Law  and  is  adopted  pursuant  to  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  amended. 

Section  2.  The  purpose  of  this  By-Law  is  to  promote  the  educational,  Cul¬ 
tural,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the  public  through  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  buildings  and  places  significant 
in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  or  their  architecture,  and  through  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  settings  for  such  buildings  and  places  and  the 
encouragement  of  design  compatible  therewith. 

Section  3.  There  is  hereby  established  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws  an  Historic  District  to  be  known  as  the  Braintree  Town  Center 
Historic  District,  which  District  shall  include  generally  the  area  of  South  Brain¬ 
tree  Center  as  defined  on  the  Map  of  the  proposed  Braintree  Town  Center 
Historic  District  Area  “A.”  shown  as  Appendix  B  in  the  final  report  of  the 
Braintree  Historic  District  Study  Commission,  entitled  “Final  Report  proposed 
Braintree  Town  Center  Historic  District,”  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
office  of  Town  Clerk,  said  area  being  generally  bounded  on  the  East  by  Follette 
Circle  and  Bean  Drive,  Tenney  Road,  Union  Place  and  Union  Street;  thence  on 
the  North  by  Hobart  Avenue;  thence  on  the  West  by  Tremont  Street;  and  on 
the  South  by  French’s  Common;  said  Historic  District  to  comprise  the  follow¬ 
ing  buildings  and  objects  described  by  address  and  by  Braintree  Assessor’s  Plan 
and  Plot  Nos.:

Section  4.  There  is  hereby  established  under  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  amended,  a  Braintree  Historic  Dis¬ 
trict  Commission,  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  an  Historic  Distric  Com¬ 
mission  under  such  statute.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members 
and  two  (2)  alternate  members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  One  of 
the  five  (5)  members  where  possible  shall  be  a  resident  or  owner  of  property  in 
an  Historic  District  administered  by  the  Commission.  One  of  the  five  (5)  mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  chosen  from  two  (2)  nominees  submitted  by  the  Braintree  Histori¬ 
cal  Society:  One  Member,  where  possible,  from  two  (2)  nominees  of  the  Boston 
Society  of  Architects,  the  local  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects; 
and  one  member,  where  possible,  from  two  (2)  nominees  of  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Realtors  covering  Braintree.  The  initial  appointments  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  be  as  follows:  One  member  appointed  for  a  one  year  term:  Two  (2) 
members  appointed  for  a  two  year  term  each:  Two  (2)  members  appointed  for 
a  three  year  term  each:  One  alternate  member  for  a  term  of  two  years:  One 
alternate  member  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  successors  of  members  and 
alternate  members  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three  years. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  by-law  to  the  contrary, 
the  authority  of  the  Commission  shall  not  extend  to  the  review  of  the  following 
categories  of  buildings  or  structures  or  exterior  architectural  features  in  the 
Braintree  Town  Center  Historic  District: 
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(a)  terraces,  walks,  driveways,  sidewalks  and  similar  structures,  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them,  provided  that  any  such  structure  is  substantially  at  grade 
level.  (A  change  of  grade  level  requires  Historic  District  Commission 
review  and  approval). 

(b)  Storm  doors  and  windows,  screens,  window  air  conditioners, lighting 
fixtures,  antennae  and  similar  appurtenances,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them. 

(c)  The  color  of  paint,  unless  blatantly  unsuitable. 

(d)  The  color  of  materials  used  on  roofs,  unless  blatantly  unsuitable. 

(e)  The  reconstruction  substantially  similar  in  exterior  design  of  a  build¬ 
ing,  structure  or  exterior  architectural  feature  damaged  or  destroyed  by 
fire,  storm  or,  other  disaster,  provided  such  reconstruction  is  begun  within 
one  year  thereafter  and  carried  forward  with  due  diligence. 

(f)  Signs  of  not  more  than  one  square  foot  in  area  in  connection  with  use 
of  a  residence  for  a  customary  home  occupation  or  for  professional  pur¬ 
poses,  provided  only  one  such  sign  is  displayed  in  connection  with  each 
residence  and  if  illuminated  is  illuminated  only  indirectly:  and  one  sign 
in  connection  with  the  nonresidential  use  of  each  building  or  structure 
which  is  not  more  than  twelve  square  feet  in  area,  consisting  of  letters 
painted  on  wood  without  symbol  or  trademark  and  if  illuminated  is  il¬ 
luminated  only  indirectly:  or  either  of  them. 

(g)  Temporary  structures  or  signs,  subject,  however,  to  such  conditions  as 
to  duration  of  use,  location,  lighting,  renewal,  and  similar  matters  as  the 
Commission  may  reasonably  specify. 

Section  6.  The  Commission  shall  review,  from  time  to  time,  possible  additional 
Historic  Districts  and  propose,  as  they  deam  appropriate,  the  establishment  of 
additional  Historic  Districts  or  changes  in  Historic  Districts.  The  Commission 
shall  report  on  this  activity  in  the  Town  Annual  Report  at  least  biennially. 

Section  6A.  (a)  The  Commission  may  determine  from  time  to  time  after  public 
hearing  that  certain  categories  of  exterior  architectural  features,  colors,  struc¬ 
tures,  or  signs,  including  without  limitation  any  of  those  enumerated  in  Section 
5  herein,  if  the  provisions  of  the  by-law  do  not  limit  the  authority  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  with  respect  thereto,  may  be  constructed  or  altered  without  review  by 
the  Commission  without  causing  substantial  derogation  from  the  intent  and  pur¬ 
pose  of  Chapter  40C. 

(b)  The  authority  of  the  Commission  shall  be  limited  to  exterior,  architectural 
features  within  a  district  that  are  subject  to  view  from  designated  public  streets, 
public  ways,  public  parks,  or  public  bodies  of  water ,  although  other  portions  of 
buildings  or  structures  within  the  district  may  be  otherwise  subject  to  public 
view. 

(c)  Nothing  in  this  by-law  shall  be  constructed  to  prevent  the  ordinary  main¬ 
tenance,  repair,  or  replacement  of  any  architectural  feature  within  a  Historic 
District  which  does  not  involve  a  change  in  design,  material,  color,  or  the  out¬ 
ward  appearance  thereof,  nor  to  prevent  landscaping  with  plants,  trees,  or 
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shrubs,  nor  construed  to  prevent  the  meeting  of  requirements  certified  by  a 
duly  authorized  public  officer  to  be  necessary  for  public  safety  because  of  an 
unsafe  or  dangerous  condition,  nor  construed  to  prevent  any  construction  or 
alteration  under  a  permit  duly  issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law. 

(d)  Appeal  procedures  for  property  owners  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Sec¬ 
tions  12,  12A  and  13  of  the  Historic  Districts  Act,  Chapter  40C  of  the  Laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

Section  7.  The  Historic  District  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  His¬ 
toric  District  Act,  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  as  amended,  and  may,  subject  to  appropriation,  employ  clerical 
and  technical  assistants  or  consultants  and  may  accept  money  gifts  and  expend 
same  for  such  purpose. 

Section  7  A.  It  is  recognized  that  there  may  be  cases  in  which  the  potential  for 
an  alteration  (as  defined  in  Section  E  of  the  Historic  Districts  Act)  affecting  the 
future  use  of  a  property  may  depend  on  the  future  receipt  of  a  certificate  from 
the  Commission:  and  that  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  receipt  of  a  certificate  at 
some  future  date  may  be  a  hardship  to  a  property  owner  in  contemplating  an 
alteration  or  the  sale  of  the  property.  In  such  cases  the  property  owner  may  at 
any  time  request  a  hearing  on  the  matter,  and  the  Commission  shall  give  the 
owner  a  ruling  in  writing  on  the  lateration’s  status  as  to  appropriateness,  non¬ 
applicability,  or  hardship:  and  the  property  owner  shall  have  the  customary 
rights  of  appeal.  When  the  contemplated  alteration  is  to  be  accomplished,  the 
usual  application  for  a  certificate  with  plans  and  other  required  details  shall 
be  made. 

Section  8.  In  case  any  section,  paragraph,  or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any 
reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  every  other  section,  paragraph,  or  part,  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  -  1980 


The  year  1980  covered  the  full  spectrum  of  progressive  governmental 
policies  beginning  objectively  with  a  contract  designed  to  resolve  burgeoning 
traffic  problems  in  North  Braintree,  and  planning  for  a  new  branch  library, 
then  winding  down  with  the  trepidations  and  challenges  of  Proposition  2)6, 
and  dealing  with  the  frustrations  of  decisions  for  the  re— use  of  Central  Junior 
High  and  other  school  buildings  destined  to  become  surplus. 

Continued  voter  confidence  was  demonstrated  in  the  re-election  of  Carl 
Johnson  to  begin  his  fifth  year  as  a  Selectman  and  of  senior  member  Don  Laing 
commencing  his  thirteenth  year  of  service  on  this  chief  administrative  panel. 

The  Board  reorganized,  naming  Tony  Mollica  as  Chairman  and  Saran 
Gillies  as  Clerk. 

Four  town  meetings  were  called  during  calendar  1980  —  in  February 
a  special  and  annual  in  May  and  a  third  special  in  November. 

In  February  town  meeting  members  acted  positively  on  articles  clearing 
the  way  for  the  moving  and  reconstruction  of  the  Veazie  building  on  Washington 
Street  to  a  new  branch  library  location  on  Peach  Street. 

Seven  sessions  were  required  in  May  to  conclude  business  during  the  spe¬ 
cial  and  annual  town  meetings. 

Features  of  these  lengthy  sessions  included  the  appropriation  of  $128,000 
for  a  new  police  radio  communications  system  connecting  Braintree  to  the 
Boston  network;  endorsement  of  a  bicycle  path  at  the  Weymouth  Braintree 
Regional  Recreation  Conservation  District  with  the  $30,000  appropriation  to 
be  reimbursed  by  the  state;  the  raising  of  $25,000  to  support  the  acquisition  of 
conservation  land ,  established  by-laws  and  defined  an  historic  district  pursuant 
to  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws;  transferred  a  number  of  parcels  of  town- 
owned  land  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Conservation  Commission;  appropriated 
$200,000  for  drainage  improvements;  accepted  Aspinwall  Road,  Columbia 
Terrace,  Lancaster  Road,  Cliff  Street,  Doris  Road  and  Angrea  Drive;  approved 
the  transfer  of  funds  for  the  design  of  a  new  Water  Department  building  at 
Great  Pond  and  for  improvements  at  the  pumping  station;  appropriated  money 
to  develop  specifications  for  signal  lights  at  Shaw  and  Hayward  Streets;  re¬ 
organized  the  Inspection  Department  by  authorizing  the  establishment  of  the 
new  position  of  “Inspector  of  Buildings;  and  approved  the  position  of  Assist¬ 
ant  Animal  Control  Officer. 

In  the  collective  bargaining  discipline,  the  town  meeting  adopted  a  reso¬ 
lution  asking  for  the  elimination  in  union  contracts  of  the  concept  of  “past 
practices”  subject  to  the  legal  constraints  of  contract  negotiations. 
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The  special  town  meeting  called  for  November  17th  required  three  sessions 
prior  to  an  untimely  conclusion  due  to  loss  of  quorum.  The  meeting  voted 
favorably  on  the  acceptance  of  recodified  town  by-laws  and  authorized  two 
appropriations  in  the  public  works  domain,  one  for  the  purchase  of  a  $75,000 
bulldozer  for  use  at  the  town’s  landfill  off  Union  Street  and  another  for  $22,000 
to  conduct  spraying  operations  in  the  spring  to  reduce  the  infestation  of  gypsy 
moths. 

The  meeting  gave  a  green  light  to  the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  for  propo¬ 
sals  to  determine  the  future  of  Central  Junior  High  School  but  precluded  the 
development  of  the  Daugherty  Gymnasium.  Town  meeting  also  limited  the 
development  to  the  “leasing”  of  the  3.1 1  acres  of  land  but  agreed  to  re— zone 
the  parcel  for  “business”  use.  An  appropriation  of  $35,000  was  allowed  pend- 
the  the  completion  of  the  agreement  in  order  to  maintain  security  of  the  struc¬ 
ture,  and  for  payment  of  utilities  and  custodial  expenses. 

Dealing  with  providing  access  for  the  new  Homes  for  the  Elderly  being 
constructed  off  Washington  Street  near  the  Holbrook  line,  the  town  meeting 
considered  both  Roosevelt  Street  and  Harding  Street  but  failed  to  garner  the 
necessary  two— thirds  vote  on  either  proposal. 

Selectmen’s  meeting  agendas  were  unusually  lengthy  with  weekly  meet¬ 
ings  often  exceeding  four  hours.  A  summary  of  items  considered  and  resolved 
on  a  monthly  basis  follows:

Budget  cuts  in 
response  to  Proposition  2Vi  and  the  attempt  to  maintain  essential  service  in 
spite  of  the  cuts  will  be  the  chief  concern  of  the  Selectmen  during  the  year. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  use  charges  must  be  developed  to  help  to  offset  the 
most  drastic  monetary  reductions. 

The  Selectmen  will  continue  their  policy  of  “open”  government  and  care¬ 
ful  consideration  of  the  complaints  of  citizen  groups  as  thoroughly  as  possible 
within  the  confines  of  available  time  during  their  weekly  meetings. 

Final  determinations  on  critical  traffic  problems  may  be  anticipated  this 
year  as  a  result  of  the  in— depth  studies  of  both  the  Five  Corners  Committee  and 
the  North  Braintree  Traffic  Advisory  Group.  Constant  urging  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  should  pay  dividends  in  the  promised  construction  of  the  im¬ 
portant  highway  link  known  as  the  Ivory  Street  Extension  and  increasingly  im¬ 
portant  as  the  MBTA  Redline  grows  in  ridership. 

The  formal  application  process  to  bring  Cable  TV  to  Braintree  will  be  high 
on  the  list  of  1981  projects,  and  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Board  will  be  sub¬ 
stantially  developed  by  the  year’s  end. 

To  these  issues,  along  with  many  others,  we  pledge  our  continued  and 
constant  attention  and  ask  for  the  patient  indulgence  by  the  taxpayers  and  the 
ongoing  spirit  of  cooperation  and  loyalty  from  all  town  employees,  as  well  as 
from  our  colleagues  serving  on  the  many  other  town  boards  and  commissions.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  submits  its  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Brain¬ 
tree  for  the  year  1980. 

At  the  School  Committee’s  Annual  Meeting, held  on  April  14, 1980,  the 
following  officers  were  elected: 

Chairman - William  J.  Disher 

Vice  Chairman - Janice  Amorosino 

Recording  Secretary - Diane  M.  Williams 

Serving  with  them  were  Robert  Bloom;  Margherita  A.  Grabosky;  Terence 
W.  Lynn;  and  Paul  J.  McGaffigan.  Mr.  McGaffigan  resigned  from  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  June  9, 1980,  after  two  and  one— half  years  of  service.  The  Committee 
extended  to  him  its  thanks  for  his  excellent  cooperation  and  contribution  to 
Committee  work,  especially  for  his  assistance  —  on  which  the  School  Committee 
depended  —  in  analyzing  the  statistical  and  financial  data  presented  for  School 
Committee  consideration.  Mr.  Robert  F.  Zanca  was  appointed  jointly  by  the 
School  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  seat  vacated  by  Mr. 
McGaffigan. 

School  Administration:  We  feel  that  both  the  community  and  the  school 
system  are  most  furtunate  to  have  the  services  of  Dr.  John  F.  Monbouquette, 
Superintendent;  H.  Kenneth  Dooley,  Assistant  Superintendent  for  Curriculum 
and  Instruction;  and  T.  Michael  Molongoski,  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
Auxiliary  Services. 

Student  Representatives:  Five  (5)  Braintree  High  School  students  were 
elected  to  serve  as  student  representatives  to  the  School  Committee:  Nancy 
Dykstra;  James  Gosse;  Mary  Lydon;  Keren  Mahoney;  and  Marra  McGrath. 

The  student  representatives’  participation  and  contributions  are  of  real  value  to 
the  School  Committee. 

School  Committee  Meetings:  Thirty-five  (35)  official  meetings  were  con¬ 
ducted  in  1980.

Fiscal  Year  1980  School  Budget:  This  budget,  certified  in  the  amount  of 
$15,060,619.00  represented  a  percentage  increase  over  the  FY  1980  school 
budget  of  6.6%,  of  which  2.7%  reflected  the  increased  costs  of  fuel,  electricity, 
and  the  gasoline  escalation  costs  in  pupil  transportation.  The  remainder  of  the 
1981  school  budget  amounted  to  a  3.9%  increase  over  the  fiscal  year  1980  bud¬ 
get.  The  total  percentage  increase  of  6.6%  was  directly  related  to:  projected 
negotiated  and  non— negotiated  salary  increases;  the  increased  costs  of  fuel, 
electricity,  and  gasoline,  as  indicated;  the  escalating  costs  of  school  supplies  and 
equipment;  and  the  increasing  costs  of  mandated  State  and  Federal  programs. 

School  Consolidation  and  Declining  Enrollment:  Enrollments  in  all  our 
schools  will  continue  to  decline  —  particularly  at  the  elementary  level  —  until 
the  mid—  80’s.  In  the  past  two  (2)  school  years  (from  September  1978  to  Sep¬ 
tember  1980),  there  was  a  loss  of  over  1000  pupils;  thus,  in  addition  to  the 
five  (5)  school  buildings  which  have  been  closed  in  the  past  several  years,  further 
school  consolidation  will  be  necessary,  with  accompanying  reduction  in  staff 
number. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1982,  Proposition  2Vi  mandates  that  our  school  budget  be 
reduced  in  the  range  of  $2,500,000.00  to  $3,000,000.00.  Because  of  the  size 
of  this  reduction,  the  decision  to  close  school  buildings  must  be  accelerated.  If 
we  are  to  prioritize  the  retention  of  important  educational  programs  and  the 
best  teacher— pupil  ratios  possible  within  the  limits  of  a  reduced  budget ,  pupils 
must  be  concentrated  as  much  as  possible  in  fewer  and  larger  buildings. 

With  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  all  involved,  the  School  Committee 
will  reach  the  difficult  decision,  within  the  coming  weeks,  on  the  school  con- 
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solidation  plan  to  be  implemented  in  the  coming  school  year. 

Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program:  The  Braintree  School  Committee 
approved  a  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program  which  was  implemented  this 
past  year.  The  program  involves  testing  all  pupils  at  the  elementary  and  sec¬ 
ondary  levels  to  identify  pupils  who  need  the  benefit  of  remedial  help  or  a  dif¬ 
ferent  curriculum  to  improve  their  reading,  computation,  or  writing  skills. 

Alcohol  and  Drug  Policy:  A  more  forceful  and  comprehensive  policy  was 
adopted  to  deal  with  pupils  who  use  or  possess  drugs  or  alcohol  at  school  or 
during  school— sponsored  events. 

The  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters  during  the  course 
of  the  year  —  all  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee 
meetings.  Those  which  are  included  in  this  report  are  among  the  highlights.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1980 


Nineteen  eighty  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  enrollments  continued  to 
decline  in  Braintree;  inflation  increased  the  costs  of  materials,  repairs  and 
utilities  twelve  to  eighteen  percent;  and  the  voters  overwhelmingly  voted  for 
Proposition  2 Vi,  a  tax  limitation  law. 

A  new  three— year  agreement  with  the  Braintree  Education  Association 
was  reached  shortly  after  school  began,  which  provides  a  twenty  percent  pay 
increase  over  a  three— year  period. 

A  performance  evaluation  system  of  all  tenured  professional  staff  was  also 
developed  and  jointly  agree  to  during  negotiations.  This  program  is  based  upon 
a  job  description  containing  thirteen  statements  or  assumptions  outlining  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  all  professional  staff.  Administrators  will  rate  staff 
as  outstanding,  effective,  or  deficient  each  year.  Effective  is  the  standard  for 
satisfactory  and  acceptable  performance . 

Negotiated  agreements  were  made  with  the  maintenance  and  custodians’ 
unions,  leaving  only  the  cafeteria  staff  contract  still  to  be  settled. 

The  staff  and  the  weather  collaborated  in  1980  to  produce  a  major  reduc¬ 
tion  in  fuel  consumption.  The  efforts  of  the  maintenance  workers  and  custodi¬ 
ans  to  control  temperatures  and  to  reduce  heat  losses  have  been  outstanding. 
Two  computerized  control  systems  have  been  installed  at  Braintree  High  School 
and  East  Middle  School  to  regulate  heating  units  according  to  inside  and  outside 
temperatures.  Units  are  cycled  on  and  off  during  each  hour  producing  continu¬ 
ous  savings  of  electricity  and  fuel,  As  a  result  of  various  conservation  measures, 
the  fuel  consumption  in  the  thirteen  schools  presently  being  used  was  reduced 
over  20%  in  1980  from  the  1978  and  1979  fuel  consumption  levels. 

The  inclusion  of  grade  6  in  the  elementary  schools  prompted  a  study  of 
the  fifth  and  sixth— grade  reporting  system.  As  a  result  a  new  format  was  de¬ 
veloped  and  parents  generally  are  very  pleased  with  the  new  fifth  and  sixth- 
grade  report  cards.  The  new  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program  has  been  im¬ 
plemented  and  all  pupils  have  been  tested.  We  will  use  the  test  scores  to  identify 
pupils  whose  skills  are  not  as  well  developed  as  they  should  be.  Also,  the  data 
from  these  tests  will  indicate  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  the  curriculum  and  in¬ 
struction.  The  results  of  the  California  Achievement  Testing  Program  involving 
all  pupils  in  grades  2,4, 6,  and  8  have  provided  excellent  feedback  in  the  past 
about  pupil  progress  and  the  effectiveness  of  our  school  programs. 
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Since  the  day  Proposition  2 Vi  was  voted,  budget  planning  has  become 
more  difficult  than  ever  before.  Two  million  five  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
dollars  ($2,560,000.00)  has  to  be  cut  from  the  Fiscal  Year  1981  budget  level 
of  $15,060,000.00.  In  the  face  of  7%  negotiated  salary  increases  and  a  steady 
annual  inflation  rate  of  over  12%,  schools  must  be  closed  hurriedly  and  large 
numbers  of  professional  and  non— professional  staff  laid  off. 

The  problems  of  redistricting  the  remaining  elementary  schools,  reorgan¬ 
izing  the  grade  structure,  and  planning  the  future  of  the  closed  school  buildings 
lie  ahead.  The  priority  of  the  Braintree  Public  Schools  will  be  to  preserve,  as 
best  possible,  the  educational  programs  we  feel  are  necessary  to  educate  our 
pupils  and  to  maintain  feasible  teacher/pupil  ratios  in  the  classrooms. 

CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

The  following  are  some  brief  descriptions  of  programs  which  have  occur¬ 
red  during  the  past  year  in  the  Braintree  schools: 

Foreign  Language  Department:  Already  established  programs  of  the 
department  are  continuing  successfully.  Advanced  Placement  courses  in  French 
and  Spanish  are  providing  studies  worthy  of  our  most  talented  students,  and 
the  Language  Concepts  through  Latin  in  the  middle  schools  is  helping  all  stud¬ 
ents  to  increase  their  word  power.  Taped  interviews  with  professionals  in 
various  fields  are  being  played  back  to  students  to  make  them  aware  of  the 
contribution  of  foreign  languages  to  different  careers. 

English  Department  —  Basic  Skills  Committee:  This  committee,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  group  of  teachers,  students,  administrators,  and  parents,  continues  to 
meet  monthly  and  has  established  the  minimum  standards  for  Braintree.  All 
students  in  grades  2,5,  and  8  have  been  tested  in  reading,  writing,  and  mathe¬ 
matics,  and  plans  are  being  formulated  to  assist  the  small  group  of  students  who 
did  not  meet  the  local  standards. 

During  the  present  school  year  the  committee  has  organized  three  work¬ 
shops  —  one  on  setting  standards  and  two  on  writing.  The  requirements  of  the 
new  state  policy  on  Basic  Skills  are  reviewed  carefully  by  the  committee  and  im¬ 
plemented  in  the  best  interests  of  the  students  in  Braintree. 

Social  Studies  Department:  A  parenting  unit  has  been  included  in  existing 
psychology  and  sociology  courses  to  provide  high  school  students  with  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  disciplined  thinking  on  marriage/parenting  within  the  confines  of 
an  academic  descipline.  Approximately  500  students  are  currently  enrolled  in 
this  program,  which  is  in  its  first  year. 

Math  Department  —  Computer  Program :  An  introduction  to  computer 
programming  has  been  incorporated  in  each  of  the  grade  6  Gifted  and  Talented 
classes  at  the  South  and  East  Middle  Schools.  We  have  also  a  larger  number  of 
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students  each  year  enrolled  in  the  computer  programming  classes  at  the  High 
School,  and  those  classes  are  making  good  progress.  Level  I,  II,  and  III  students 
are  taking  this  course. 

Music  Department:  A  new  group  emerged  out  of  the  Voice  Pedagogy 
Class  at  Braintree  High  School.  The  group  is  called  da  Camera  Singers,  meaning 
“music  to  be  performed  outside  of  church”  or  chamber  music.  This  newly 
formed  group  was  enthusiastically  received  by  varied  audiences. 

The  Majorettes  won  the  title  of  Massachusetts  State  Champions  on  Novem¬ 
ber  20, 1980  and  placed  third  in  the  Bay  State  League  competition  on  Novem¬ 


ber  22. 


The  Band  competed  against  eight  other  high  school  bands  from  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  in  October,  1980,  and  won  a  trophy  for  third  place. 

Art  Department:  Approximately  fifty  pieces  of  art  work  were  sent  in 
to  the  Annual  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Exhibition  at  Northeastern  University 
(grades  7  —  12).  During  the  month  of  April,  1980,  at  the  annual  town— wide 
art  exhibit  at  South  Shore  Plaza  art  works  from  grades  kindergarten  to  grade 
twelve  were  included  in  the  exhibit,  and  high  school  students  demonstrated  art 
techniques  and  projects  during  the  school  day.

The  total  enrollment  for  the  Blue  Hills  Technical  School  increased  slightly 
during  the  1979—1980  school  year. 

The  following  departments  in  the  Blue  Hills  Regional  School  completed 
work  projects  for  the  seven  towns  in  our  district  during  the  1979—1980  school 
year  with  a  total  market  value  in  excess  of  $150,000.00:  Auto  Repair,  Auto 
Body,  Metal  Fabrication,  Machine  Shop,  Structural  Wood,  Health  Services, 
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Electrical,  Data  Processing,  Advertising  Art  &  Design,  Drafting  and  Graphic 
Arts. 


In  addition  to  projects  completed  for  the  local  governmental  units  these 
departments  and  other  departments  in  the  school  did  considerable  work  for  the 
residents  of  our  seven  towns,  including  construction  of  two  single  family  homes. 
One  Department  alone,  Graphic  Arts,  completed  printing  projects  for  our  seven 
towns  with  a  market  value  in  excess  of  $80,000.00. 

The  Culinary  Arts  Department  restaurant,  “Chateau  de  Bleu”  is  open  five 
days  a  week  from  1 1 :00  a.m.  to  1 :00  p  jn.  serving  excellent  lunches  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  seven  towns. 

We  continue  to  offer  one  of  the  finest  programs  for  the  profoundly  hard- 
of-hearing  youngsters  with  two  licensed  instructors  for  the  deaf  and  three  inter¬ 
preters  working  with  these  students.  For  our  other  special  needs  students  we 
offer  resource  help  in  English,  mathematics  and  study  skills,  as  well  as  adaptive 
physical  education,  speech  therapy  and  psychological  counseling. 

In  addition  to  our  day  school  activities  we  offer  afternoon  programs  for 
special  needs  students  from  our  seven  towns  who  are  bussed  to  this  school  for 
job  skill  training  four  days  a  week  from  3:15pjn.to5:15pjm. 

During  the  past  year  we  serviced  approximately  637  students  at  Randolph 
and  Holbrook  High  Schools  in  our  Career  Development  Programs. 

The  Booster  Club,  composed  of  parents  of  our  students  and  friends  of 
Blue  Hills,  has  again  been  very  active  and  has  run  various  functions  for  our  stud¬ 
ents,  including  an  Awards  Banquet  honoring  our  athletes,  cheerleaders,  honor 
roll  students  and  students  involved  in  the  various  school  activities  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  time  and  effort  for  our  student  body. 

The  swimming  pool  is  used  as  part  of  our  physical  education  program  by 
day,  and  in  the  afternoon ,  evenings  and  weekends  it  is  available  for  the  residents 
of  our  seven  towns.  The  pool  activities  include:  beginners,  intermediate  and 
advanced  levels  of  swimming,  water  safety  instruction,  senior  lifesaving  instruc¬ 
tion  and  scuba  diving. 

The  Blue  Hills  Offpeak  Computer  Program  has  expanded,  making  more 
Data  Processing  opportunities  available  to  our  town  governments.  The  following 
items  are  currently  being  handled  by  the  Data  Processing  Offpeak  Department :

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 


The  Thayer  Public  Library’s  106th  year  of  service  witnessed  a  dream  come 
true:  the  completion  of  a  new  Highlands  Branch. 

Pursued  intermittently  since  the  1930’s,  the  quest  to  provide  an  adequate 
facility  for  the  Highlands  was  revived  in  1977 ;  and ,  centering  around  the  dy¬ 
namism  of  Library  Trustee  Virginia  N.  Holly ,  the  realization  of  this  vision  was 
accomplished  through  participation  of  the  entire  town.  It  was  truly  a  commu¬ 
nity  effort  as  attested  to  by  over  700  residents  who  paid  $10  each  to  socialize 
and  benefit  the  new  Highlands  Branch.  The  gala  event  was  held  at  the  South 
Shore  Plaza  —  a  “first”  for  public  libraries  in  this  area. 

Scheduled  to  open  in  February  or  March,  1981 ,  the  revitalized  Highlands 
facility  is  located  at  250  Peach  Street,  on  a  part  of  the  South  Junior  High 
School  site  that  was  generously  donated  by  the  Braintree  School  Committee. 

Growth  and  improvement  were  also  evident  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch, 
where  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  book  collection  were  markedly  upgraded 
through  the  addition  of  approximately  2,000  carefully  selected  volumes.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  patrons  received  more  comprehensive  reader’s  advisory,  reference 
and  referral  services.  Imaginative  programming  was  also  provided,  including  65 
story  hours,  16  workshops,  44  film  showings,  and  weekly  Chess  Club  meetings. 
In  fact,  a  comparison  of  usage  at  both  Watson  and  Highlands  Branches  reveals 
an  increase  in  adult  circulation  of  6,055. 

Improved  usage  of  library  services  was  also  realized  through  the  Main  Li¬ 
brary’s  Books— On— Wheels  program:  use  by  nursing  homes  increased  by  over 
4,000  items;  deliveries  to  the  homebound  grew  by  almost  1 ,000  in  circulation; 
and ,  summer  van  stops  in  24  neighborhoods  throughout  the  Town  reached  a 
circulation  level  of  almost  4,000.  To  be  sure,  it  was  indeed  a  prudent  measure 
to  purchase  the  vehicle  used  for  this  proven  outreach  program  rather  than  to 
continue  leasing  it. 

At  Main  Library,  children’s  services  also  witnessed  increased  usage,  with 
a  circulation  of  55,530  items.  In  fact,  record  breaking  attendance  at  the  Wed¬ 
nesday  afternoon  film  showings  drew  2,592  youngsters  this  year  —  with  circu¬ 
lation  often  reaching  400  on  film  days.  Another  special  program,  the  Thayer 
House/Library  tour,  continued  from  September  through  March;  and,  class 
visits  from  local  schools  accounted  for  a  circulation  of  4,191 .  In  fact,  in  1980, 
337  new  children  signed  up  for  library  cards. 

Adult  services  at  Main  Library  also  increased  and  accounted  for  a  circu¬ 
lation  of  over  1 12,000  items.  For  the  first  time  patrons  could  check  out  cassette 
recordings  of  old-time  radio  shows,  such  as  ‘The  Shadow’  and  ‘Sergeant  Pres¬ 
ton  of  the  Yukon’;  engraving  tools,  provided  by  the  Braintree  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Kiwanis,  were  available  to  protect  against  theft  through  identification 
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of  valuable  items  in  home  or  business;  energy  exhibits  publicized  money— saving 
conservation  methods;  blood  pressure  clinics  provided  health  information;  and, 
the  summer  speed  reading  course  was  heavily  attended. 

Of  special  note  was  a  book  talk  given  to  the  Braintree  Chapter  of  the  Ad¬ 
ventures  in  Reading  committee  on  The  Search  For  Alexander,  a  new  title  by 
Robin  Lane  Fox  to  commemorate  the  recently  discovered  tomb  of  Phillip  II, 
father  of  Alexander  The  Great.  A  traveling  exhibit  of  artifacts  for  the  tomb  will 
be  displayed  at  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  the  fall  of  1981.  Free 
passes  are  available  for  the  whole  family  at  Main  Library’s  Reference  Desk. 

In  addition,  use  of  the  renowned  Braintree  Historical  Collection  increased 
by  66%;  and,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  value 
of  this  collection  was  enhanced  by  the  addition  of  high  school  yearbooks.  Col¬ 
lection  building  improved  through  the  addition  of  5,173  volumes  of  informative 
and  useful  titles,  such  as,  This  Old  House  (based  on  the  PBS  TV  series),  Coal 
Comfort,  and  Moveable  Insulation. 

The  continuity  of  the  circulating  collection  was  established  through  the 
integration  of  oversized  works  in  the  appropriate  Dewey  category,  along  with 
the  normal  sized  volumes  —  a  definite  benefit  for  the  browsing  patron. 

Books  were  also  made  available  to  residents  at  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
Book  Sale  last  spring,  and  $600  was  collected.  The  Friends  also  hosted  several 
programs  to  promote  interest  and  participation  in  the  Library’s  Oral  History 
venture.  This  year  the  project  was  inaugurated  with  the  recording  on  audio 
cassette  of  the  vivid  memories  of  the  oldest  living  member  of  Braintree’s  Vet¬ 
eran’s  Post  86,  Fred  H.  Landeck,  who  was  interviewed  by  Patrick  Leonard,  Jr. 

Friends  of  the  Library  also  recruited  new  members  who  will  serve  as  vol¬ 
unteer  workers  at  Main  Library  and  its  branches.  This  is  of  paramount  impor¬ 
tance  because  the  fall  of  1980  witnessed  the  passage  of  Proposition  2lA. 

Yet,  each  new  year  is  the  springtime  of  our  Library;  and,  the  good  people 
of  Braintree  continue  to  believe  in  and  help  ...  in  the  words  of  a  Shaw  Street 
resident:  “one  of  our  noblest  institutions.” 

Successful  operation  of  the  Library  and  its  branches  in  1980  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  many  civic-minded  individuals  and  organizations:

Fire  losses  in  1980  totaled  $1 ,138,972.00  of  properties  which  had  a  tot 
totaled  assessed  valuation  of  $16,1 17,705.00. 

In  1980  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  distributed  over  2200  booklets,  (exit 
drills  in  the  home)  to  all  of  Braintree  Elementary  school  children,  and  to  numer¬ 
ous  civic  organizations.  Also  showed  new  fire  prevention  films  in  the  schools. 

The  continued  practice  of  inservice  inspection  was  carried  out  this  year 
with  special  attention  paid  to  “firms”  dealing  with  handling  of  storing  hazard¬ 
ous  materials.  The  required  inspections  of  schools,  hospitals,  nursing  homes  and 
liquor  establishments  for  the  licensing  authority  were  also  made  this  year. 

Permits  issued  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  totaled  472  in  1980. 

Fire  Alarm  Division  installed  (8)  new  master  boxes  and  3,500  feet  of  new 
fire  alarm  cable  in  1980. 

We  became  members  of  the  Metro  Fire  District  —  comprised  of  34  commu¬ 
nities  for  mutual  aid  and  common  purchase  benefits,  which  will  provide  mutual 
aid  in  excess  of  regular  community  aid  up  to  (10)  alarm  capabilities,  subject  to 
availabilities  which  are  limited  by  any  budget  restrictions. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  to  fill  the  vacancies,  one  of  which 
occurred  in  1979:  Kevin  J.  Murphy  and  Paul  J.  Barcellos. 

Firefighter  Edward  R.  Marquis  retired  May  6, 1980.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  AGENCY 


The  following  report  of  the  Braintree  Civil  Defense  Agency,  for  the  year 
ending  31  December,  1980,  is  submitted  for  inclusion  in  the  Town  Report. 

Regular  meetings  are  held  each  Thursday  evening,  between  7 :30  P.M.  and 
10:00  P.M.  in  our  Headquarters  located  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall.  Meetings 
are  of  a  general  nature,  subject  to  possible  action  and  responses  to  types  of 
hazards  that  might  be  of  serious  concern  to  our  town,  as  well  as  to  those  who 
may  be  travelling  within  our  bounds  on  one  of  our  throughways. 

Unfortunately,  no  town -wide  exercise  was  conducted  this  year,  due  to 
other  time  consuming  projects  our  personnel  were  involved  in,  however,  we  felt 
that  the  exercises  of  previous  years  were  very  much  in  effect  as  no  updating 
would  be  necessary,  and  a  rehash  would  be  of  little  value.  All  department  heads 
have  a  procedure  developed  over  the  past  several  years  that  would  be  in  effect 
should  the  need  arise . 

We  do  reserve  periods  of  “open  thought,”  relative  to  emergency  situa¬ 
tions,  and  should  subjects  of  concern  arise  we  are  ready  to  issue  our  recommen¬ 
dations  to  all  personnel  concerned.  Three  (3)  Seminars  for  the  purposes  of 
writing:  Basic  Plans  —  Radiological  —  and  Medical  Programs,  were  attended  by 
the  Director  and  selected  personnel  for  illustration  and  instruction  to  affected 
parties. 

Our  Agency  conducted  classes  for  17  Fire  Persons  as  Radiological  Moni¬ 
tors.  This  is  an  essential  program  due  to  the  nature  of  the  many  types  of 
Radio-active  materials  that  are  hauled  through  our  area. 

This  year  a  total  of  2597  hours  was  contributed  by  this  agency  for  ad¬ 
ministrative  purposes,  but  more  for  the  expansion  of  our  Emergency  Operations 
Center  (E.O.C.),  which  included  the  construction  of  a  rear  passageway  from 
Fletcher  Hall  to  the  rear  of  our  E.O.C.  We  believe,  along  with  the  heads  of  the 
town’s  administrative  departments  concerned,  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  have 
an  inner  access,  or  passage,  to  any  further  expansion  of  office  space  that  may  be 
constructed  in  the  rear  area  of  the  Town  Hall. 

We  take  certain  pride  in  our  installing  an  Inter— Office  Communication 
System,  connecting  all  major  departments  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  this  at  no  cost 
to  the  town. 

This  project  is  at  this  writing  nearly  90%  complete  and  should  be  fully 
operable  early  in  the  new  year. 

An  emergency  lighting  system  at  selected  points  within  the  Town  Hall 
has  been  initiated,  and  at  this  report  is  70%  completed.  This  work,  as  well  as 
other  projects  pointed  out,  are  at  a  minimal  cost  to  the  town. 
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We  have  acquired  a  200  bed  Packaged  Disaster  Hospital,  which  includes 
a  50  KW  generator  which  may  be  used  for  emergency  power  in  the  Town  Hall 
or  as  where  needed  in  designated  priority  locations.  We  do  emphasize  that  this 
is  for  emergencies  only  that  does  not  require  it  for  use  in  the  hospital  it  is  in¬ 
tended  for  as  that  is  number  one  priority. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  many  organizations  and  individuals  who  have 
lent  not  only  their  moral  support  but  financial  assistance  they  were  so  generous 
with  to  aid  us  in  our  endeavors. 

I  extend,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  as  well  as  my  own  personal  ‘thanks,’  to 
the  members  of  my  staff  who  so  unselfishly  gave  so  much  of  themselves  to 
accomplish  the  many  worthwhile  projects  of  this  year,  1980.  The  ‘Thank  You’ 
cannot  be  measured  but  the  recognition  of  their  devotion  must  not  go  unnoticed 
with  no  words  of  appreciation. 

To  my  Operations  Officer  F.  Conrad  Mischler,  Assistant  Operations 
Officer  James  G.  Smith,  Deputy  Director  Robert  Salvaggio,  and  his  helpers,  and 
for  the  kind  aid  from  several  town  departments,  and  the  rest  of  my  staff,  a 
“Well  Done”  for  their  efforts,  for  without  them  we  would  have  been  unable  to 
operate  with  the  efficiency  our  Agency  performed  with  this  past  year.

POTTER  II 

On  January  29  at  approximately  6:30  p.m.  the  combustor  (firing  chamber 
for  the  gas  turbine)  failed,  causing  extremely  heavy  damage  to  the  Potter  No.  II 
unit  and  associated  equipment.  A  cooperative  effort  by  the  Department  and 
Manufacturer  placed  the  plant  back  in  service  on  August  1 ,  and  since  that  time 
over  100,000,000  KWH’s  have  been  generated  by  the  facility. 

While  the  station  enjoys  the  fastest  “on  line  time”  of  any  unit  in  New 
England,  considering  its  size  (96,000  KW)  and  its  efficiency  is  also  one  of  the 
best,  the  requirement  for  No.  2  oil  as  a  fuel  yields  a  high  operating  cost  —  over 
6  cents  per  KWH. 

Because  of  these  high  operating  costs,  the  Department  continues  to  pur¬ 
chase  its  requirement  outside  the  Town  when  and  where  available  in  order  to 
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FIGURE  2 


provide  the  lowest  possible  costs.  Sources  this  year  included  Vermont  and 
Maine  Nuclear,  Ontario  Hydro,  Vermont  Cooperative  Group,  Montaup  Electric 
and  Boston  Edison  Company.  Future  purchases  will  hopefully  be  available 
from  Seabrook,  Point  Lepreau,  Canada  and  Susquehanna  nuclear  units. 

DISTRIBUTION 

The  two  largest  additions  to  the  system  this  year  were  the  MBTA  at  Union 
Street  and  Sears, Roebuck  at  South  Shore  Plaza.  Sales  to  these  two  customers 
exceeded  6  million  KWH  this  year  and  are  expected  to  be  over  1 1  million  on  a 
yearly  basis. 

Transformation  of  all  classes  added  to  the  system  was  5050.00  KVA. 
COMPUTER 

The  Department’s  computers  are  serving  us  well  although  at  a  somewhat 
higher  cost  than  had  been  anticipated.  The  Town’s  Accounting  Department  is 
making  daily  use  of  the  equipment,  and  the  inclusion  of  the  Water  Department 
billing  is  presently  under  study  by  our  consultant.  Maximum  use  of  this  valu¬ 
able  tool  is  manditory  in  order  to  yield  the  lowest  possible  costs. 

THE  FUTURE 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  the  people  should  be  very  angry  at  the  predica¬ 
ment  they  find  themselves  in, i.e.,  $1 .20  gasoline,  $1 .00+  heating  oil  and  6, 7 
and  8  cent  KWH  electricity.  They  should  be  angry,  in  the  writer’s  opinion,  be¬ 
cause  there  is  really  no  need  to  find  themselves  in  this  position.  The  problem 
was  pointed  out  to  all  of  us  very  emphatically  in  the  early  70’s  and  the  solutions 
were  at  hand,  as  they  are  now.  It  is  my  opinion  that  we  must  develop  low  cost 
energy  sources  in  order  that  we  may  economically  survive. 

Quoting  the  National  Geographic’s  recent  Energy  Report,  there  is  no  quick 
fix. 


“Americans  like  to  believe  that  technology  will  solve  any  problem  quickly 
if  we  work  at  it  hard  enough  and  throw  enough  money  in  it. 

After  all,  we  sent  men  to  the  moon,  didn’t  we? 

But  in  the  case  of  energy,  such  a  belief  is  compounded  by  the  limits  of 
technology  when  faced  with  complex  and  intractable  problems .  It  also 
fails  to  appreciate  that  often  the  obstacles  are  not  technological  but 
institutional  —  for  example ,  pressure  from  interests  that  feel  they  would 
be  adversely  affected  by  new  developments,  or  inertia  on  the  part  of 
builders,  unions,  architects,  local  government  officials,  and  the  buying 
public. 
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One  has  to  look  back  in  history  only  a  little  way  to  see  how  the  most  am¬ 
bitious  plans  can  go  awry.  In  1973,  at  the  time  of  the  Arab  oil  embargo 
against  the  United  States,  the  administration  unveiled  with  much  fanfare 
a  Project  Independence.  Said  the  President,  “By  the  end  of  the  decade  we 

will .  meet  our  own  energy  needs  without  depending  on  any  foreign 

energy  sources.” 

It  would  most  certainly  appear  that,  at  least  for  the  interim,  the  nuclear 
avenue  is  the  only  one  open  to  us,  and  a  carefully  planned,  well  engineered  nu¬ 
clear  expansion  program  is  a  “must”  in  order  that  our  industries  and  homes  alike 
can  be  provided  with  an  affordable  source  of  energy.  In  the  interim,  the  clean¬ 
est,  least  expensive  and  least  vulnerable  option  is  to  use  less  by  being  more  effi¬ 
cient. 


I  am  extremely  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  for 
their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  providing  the  guidance  necessary  for  the 
Department’s  operation. 

To  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  employees,  who  have  so  ably 
assisted  me  in  the  operation  and  development  of  the  Department,  I  express  my 
sincere  thanks.

(1)  Depreciation 

The  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  under  Chapter 
164,  requires  utility  plant  in  service  to  be  depreciated,  using  a  3%  rate. 

In  order  to  change  this  rate  approval  has  to  be  received  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Utilities.  Rates  utilized  in  depreciating  utility  plant  in 
service  are  based  on  financial  factors  relating  to  cash  flow  for  plant  ex¬ 
pansion  rather  than  engineering  factors  relating  to  estimates  of  useful 
lives. 
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(2)  The  Department,  for  financial  statement  purposes,  includes  the  repayment 
of  bond  principal  as  an  operating  expense.  This  presentation  has  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  reducing  the  net  earnings  for  1980  and  1979  by  $1 ,275,000  and 

$1 ,400,000,  respectively.

Virginia  Shelley  retired  as  Administrative  Secretary  effective  June  30, 
1980.  Mrs.  Shelley  had  served  thirteen  years  with  the  Town  in  the  Assessors 
Department  and  the  Engineering  Department . 

On  July  7, 1980  Alyce  A.  Ericson  was  hired  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by 
Mrs.  Shelley’s  retirement. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  were  unable  to  fill  the  position  of  As¬ 
sistant  Town  Engineer  despite  the  fact  that  the  salary  level  was  once  again  up¬ 
graded  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

ENGINEERING  PROJECTS 

1.  Master  Drainage  Program 

Construction  of  the  Magnolia  Street  drainage  project  was  completed  in 
May.  That  contract  included  the  reconstruction  of  the  main  drain  between 
Wilkins  Road  and  Tingley  Road. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  project  between  Tingley  Road  and  the 
Monatiquot  River  is  scheduled  to  be  advertised  for  bids  in  the  spring. 

2.  Pond  Street  Widening 

The  engineering  firm  of  Louis  Berger  &  Associates,  Inc.,  has  been  hired  to 
design  the  Pond  Street  widening  project  encompassing  Pond  Street  between 
Wayne  Avenue  and  Washington  Street,  a  portion  of  Washington  Street  between 
Franklin  Street  and  Jefferson  Street,  and  also  the  installation  of  traffic  signals 
at  the  intersection  of  Pond  and  Washington  Streets.  The  contract  should  be  ad¬ 
vertised  for  bids  early  in  1982. 

3.  Liberty  Street  at  Grove  Street 

The  Mass.  D J\W.  has  hired  the  firm  of  Pavlo  Engineering  to  prepare  plans 
for  the  reconstruction  of  the  railroad  bridge  on  Liberty  Street  including  roadway 
improvements  to  the  Grove  Street  intersection. 
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4.  Intersection  of  Hayward ,  Elm  and  Commercial  Streets 


Plans  and  specifications  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  intersection  and  in¬ 
stallation  of  traffic  signals  are  very  close  to  completion.  As  soon  as  the  enabling 
legislation  authorizing  land  takings  has  been  enacted,  the  project  will  be  adver¬ 
tised  for  bids. 

5.  Intersection  of  Hayward  and  Shaw  Streets 

Plans  for  the  installation  of  traffic  signals  at  this  intersection  are  being 
prepared  by  Vanasse/Hangen  Engineering.  Pending  approval  by  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  May,  we  anticipate  the  project  to  be  advertised  for  bids  in 
July. 

6.  Weymouth  Landing  Improvements 

The  firm  of  Louis  Berger  &  Associates,  Inc.,  has  been  retained  jointly  by 
the  Towns  of  Braintree  and  Weymouth  for  the  re— design  of  the  roadways  in 
the  Weymouth  Landing  area.  At  year’s  end  the  plans  were  approximately  25% 
complete. 

7.  Lakeside  Traffic  Study 

The  $10,000  traffic  study  in  the  Lakeside  Drive  area  was  completed  by 
Vanasse/Hangen  Engineering.  The  report  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen 
who  have  the  authority  to  determine  which  of  the  several  alternate  recommen¬ 
dations  should  be  adopted. 

8.  MBTA  Projects 

The  South  Braintree  T  Station  opened  on  March  22nd.  As  predicted  by 
traffic  engineers,  very  few  traffic  related  problems  have  arisen  as  a  result  of  the 
station  opening. 

Construction  of  the  South  Quincy  station  is  still  in  progress.  We  continue 
to  urge  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  push  for  direct  pedestrian  access  from  Inde¬ 
pendence  Avenue  to  the  South  Quincy  station. 

Other  Activities 

The  Department  income  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps  during  the  year 
was  $1 ,434.85,  including  $880.00  for  Assessor’s  plans,  $347.00  for  street  maps, 
$88.50  for  zoning  maps  and  $1 19.35  for  miscellaneous  prints.

(d)  Mr.  Samuel  Scott  was  appointed  to  Planning  Board  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  —  December,  1980. 

II.  As  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  under  Mass.  G.L.  Chapter  40A, 
the  Planning  Board  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  regulating  the 
following : 

Development  within  the  Floodplain  and  Wetlands  Protection. 
District  Development  in  an  Industrial  or  Business  District. 

Certain  accessory  uses  for  scientific  research  and  development. 
Extension  of  permit  to  use  trailer  or  mobile  homes  as  dwelling  units. 

It  is  believed  that  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40A  by  Town 
Meeting  in  1978  has  assisted  immeasurably  the  Planning  Board  in  regulat¬ 
ing  more  carefully  and  more  thoroughly  business  growth  in  the  Town. 

III.  The  year  1980  witnessed  some  8  Appeals  filed  by  petitioners  —  Appeals 
challenging  in  court  the  decisions  of  the  Planning  Board.  Some  of  the 
Appeals  were  not  pursued  while  others  are  still  pending. 

IV.  The  Applicant s/Owners  of  the  Subdivision  commonly  known  as  “Farm 
River  Estates”  by  failing  to  meet  their  contractual  obligations  to  the 
Town,  were  found  to  be  in  default  with  respect  to  their  required  duties 
causing  the  Planning  Board  to  supervise  the  completion  of  this  Subdivi¬ 
sion.  The  Planning  Board  is  still  in  the  process  of  attending  to  a  very  small 
percent  of  the  work  to  be  completed.  Funds  from  the  performance  guar¬ 
antee  were  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board  so  that  neces¬ 
sary  work  might  be  performed  and  completed. 

V.  Projects  to  receive  continued  attention  — 

A.  Traffic  congestion 

B.  Preparing  recommendations  for  best  use  of  school 
property /buildings  turned  over  to  Town  by  School 
Committee 
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C.  Development  of  zoning  regulations  specifically  designed  to 
offer  maximum  protection  to  water  shed  lands 

D.  Raising,  still  again,  fees  for  Special  Permit  Applications 
and  Subdivision  Applications. 

VI.  General  Comments 

The  Town  of  Braintree  continues  to  be  a  community  receiving  sus¬ 
tained  attention  from  business  entities  interested  in  locating  here.  Busi¬ 
ness  and  Industrial  zoned  parcels  are  at  premium  value.  All  of  these 
Business  and  Industrial  zoned  parcels  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  leaving  the  Planning  Board  with  a 
highly  critical  and  sensitive  function  to  perform.  More  than  ever  before, 
there  is  need  for  the  Planning  Board  to  continue  to  receive  the  profes¬ 
sional  expertise  from  the  various  municipal  departments  as  proposals  are 
placed  before  the  Planning  Board  for  evaluation  and  approval/disapproval. 

The  approximate  amount  of  money  collected  by  the  Planning 
Board  for  permits  during  1980  was  $3,000.00.  These  monies  were  re¬ 
turned  to  and  receipted  by  Town  Treasurer  as  per  requirement.

MAINTENANCE 

Streets  and  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town  were  cleaned,  and  the  brush 
on  roadways  cut  back  wherever  necessary.  As  many  catch  basins  as  possible 
were  cleaned  out,  and  all  brooks  and  drains  were  kept  clean  as  were  needed. 
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PATCHING  AND  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS 


All  Town  streets  were  patched  wherever  necessary  and  each  section  of 
Town  had  sidewalks  repaired  or  resurfaced.  Fences  and  guardrails  were  re¬ 
placed  and  painted  wherever  needed. 

STREET  PAINTING 

Crosswalks  at  all  schools  and  business  areas  were  painted,  and  to  be  more 
effective  all  crosswalks  were  painted  diagonally. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  SIGNS 

All  street  signs,  traffic  and  directional  signs  were  assembled  by  the  High¬ 
way  Department.  Traffic  signs  and  street  painting  must,  from  1975  on,  conform 
with  the  manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices.  This  manual  sets  forth 
basic  principles  that  govern  the  design  and  usage  of  Traffic  Control  Devices. 
Listed  below  are  the  signs  newly  erected  or  replaced  by  this  department.

The  Department  received  177  calls  consisting  of  Sewer  Pumping  Stations 
not  functioning,  plugged  manholes,  sewer  odors,  internal  plumbing  problems, 
plugged  building  connections,  broken  sewer  lines  and  plugged  sewer  lines.  We 
also  had  a  major  breakdown  on  our  pumps  at  the  Common  Street  Station.  The 
cost  could  run  $4,000  to  $5,000. 

In  closing,  the  Commissioners  and  the  Department  Head  express  our  sin¬ 
cere  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from 
all  Town  Departments.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  late  Sewer  Commissioner 
Gerald  J.  Gray,  Sr.,  for  his  dedicated  service  to  the  Department.  Our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  loyal  and  efficient  employees  of  the  Department.

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  Board  jointly  worked  with  OSHA,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  Division  of  Air  Hazards  and  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  (DEQE),  investigated  9  areas  dealing  with  pollution  problems. 
Appropriate  action  has  been  taken. 

BIOLOGICAL  SUPPLIES 

The  biological  supplies  were  disbursed  from  the  biological  station,  which 
is  located  at  Smiley  Pharmacy,  and  diagnostic  supplies  were  dispensed  at  the 
Health  Office.  Also ,  International  Vaccination  Certificates,  a  total  of  8,  were 
stamped  and  authenticated  by  the  department. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  CLINICS 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the 
Council  on  Aging,  and  a  total  of  1 ,587  people  were  read  and  checked.  A  total 
of  62  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated  pressures. 
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CONTRACTED  SERVICES 


The  Board  contracts  services  with  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  the 
South  Shore,  Inc.,  for  preventive  care  and  disease  control  for  the  citizens  of  the 
Town.  Under  the  second  year  with  a  written  contract  an  estimated  number  of 
438  Braintree  citizens  were  cared  for  at  a  cost  of  $20,888.00  to  the  town. 

CPR  TRAINING 

The  Board  has  fully  certified  178  people  in  CPR  under  the  guidelines  of 
the  American  Heart  Association.  The  Board  has  established  a  town -wide  Choke 
Saver  Program,  with  local  restaurants,  cafeteria  personnel  and  catering  establish¬ 
ments. 

DIABETES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health  offered,  with  the  assistance  of  a  group  of  local  phy¬ 
sicians,  the  Town’s  second  diabetes  clinic.  The  Boston  Diabetes  Society  offered 
their  equipment  and,  with  the  joint  efforts,  a  total  of  371  people  were  served. 

A  total  of  43  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians.  The  Board  has  reaffirmed 
that  this  will  be  a  yearly  program,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  clinic  was  so  well 
received  and  that  diabetes  is  a  major  health  disease. 

EMERGENCIES 

The  Board  ordered  that  one  home  be  sanitized  in  order  to  meet  health 
standards,  the  home  owner  was  placed  in  a  hospital  for  personal  care.  The 
Board  also  ordered  the  cleaning  of  an  apartment  after  a  death  occurred,  the 
Fire  Department  assisted  in  the  burning  of  personal  belongings. 

FLU  CLINICS 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  Flu  Vaccine  Program  for  all  senior  citizens, 
including  the  residents  of  all  nursing  homes  and  the  chronically  ill  of  the  town, 
a  total  of  826  people  were  vaccinated  at  public  clinics  and  798  doses  were  given 
at  nursing  homes. 

FOOD  SERVICES 

Restaurants,  Mobile  Food  Server,  Market  Registration  and  Catering  Estab¬ 
lishments. 

The  department  continued  its  periodic  inspections  throughout  the  town, 
including  inspections  upon  citizen’s  request.  The  temporary  suspension  of  4 
permits  and/or  licenses  were  instituted  by  the  Board. 
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HEALTH  AND  SAFETY  INSPECTIONS 


Lead  paint  detection  inspection  —  Total  27  and  7  found  positive 
Rentable  property  inspection  —  Total  73  and  22  violations. 

Nuisance  calls  to  office  —  Total  286,  all  were  followed  up. 

Nuisance  orders  served  —  Total  1 1 ,  court  action  on  5 . 

HEARING  CLINIC 

The  Board  jointly  with  the  Boston  Guild  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing,  Inc., 
offered  to  the  town  its  first  hearing  clinic,  a  total  of  204  people  were  tested  and 
1 10  referred  to  seek  a  physician  for  further  testing. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

The  department  was  also  involved  in  the  inspecting  of  housing  used  as 
rental  units,  a  total  of  73  units  were  inspected,  of  which  18  were  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  undergo  major  repairs. 

IN  SERVICE  EDUCATION 

The  Director  and  Code  Enforcement  Officer  attended  a  program  offered 
by  the  Personnel  Board  and  Avanti  Associates. 

The  Director  is  attending  a  Masters  Program  in  Public  Administration 
while  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer  is  attending  a  Masters  Program  in  Public 
Health. 

The  Director,  Mr.  Gecewicz,  at  his  own  expense  and  time,  met  with  offi¬ 
cials  in  the  City  of  Denver,  Colorado,  to  discuss  the  control  of  hazardous  waste 
and  its  disposal,  the  Director  was  also  appointed  by  the  Braintree  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  the  town’s  hazardous  waste  coordinator. 

Mr.  Gecewicz  and  Ms.  Boucher  attended  the  Mass.  Health  Officers  Confer¬ 
ence.  Ms.  Boucher  also  attended  the  sanitarians  meetings,  the  information  given 
to  both  department  employees  was  most  beneficial  to  the  town  due  to  vital  in¬ 
formation  they  received  on  State  and  National  health  regulations. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  department  cooperated  closely  with  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Con¬ 
trol  Project  in  planning  aerial  spraying  during  the  Spring  with  a  high  concentra¬ 
tion  on  the  wooded  areas  of  the  town.  The  Board  received  an  abundance  of 
calls  about  the  infestation  of  gypsy  moths  this  past  Summer;  the  department, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Tree  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  town,  assisted  residents  with  information,  unfortunately  monies 
were  not  appropriated  for  spraying  in  the  Tree  Department  budget. 
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PNEUMONIA  CLINIC 


The  Board  offered  its  second  town  wide  clinic  to  all  citizens  with  chronic 
ailments,  or  anyone  over  60  years  of  age.  The  cost  of  $5.00  per  person  was 
charged  for  the  vaccine.  This  vaccine  will  offer  3  years  of  protection  to  the  235 
people  that  were  innoculated.  This  program  will  be  offered  on  a  yearly  basis. 

RABIES 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees,  held  its 
annual  Rabies  Clinic,  a  total  of  200  dogs  were  innoculated.  The  outstanding 
efforts  of  the  Dog  Officer  for  the  town  made  this  a  successful  program. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  department  spent  inspection  time  at  construction  areas  and  at  the 
town  Landfill,  having  the  locations  sprayed  and  baited  for  rodents. 

SANITARY  CONCERNS 

Dumping  violations  in  18  areas  were  cited  by  the  Board  and  corrective 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  department  and  a  total  of  3  homes  were  re¬ 
quested  to  be  connected  with  the  town  sewer  lines.  The  Board  has  also  forced 
one  restaurant  to  install  grease  traps;  it  is  believed  this  will  save  maintenance  on 
the  town’s  sewer  lines. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  working  with  other  town  departments 
and  State  agencies  about  the  life  of  the  town’s  landfill.  The  Board  denied  two 
areas  requested  for  an  assignment.  The  implementation  and  planning  for  this 
grave  problem  of  waste  disposal  has  been  the  department’s  major  project  of  the 
past  year  and  forty— coming  year.  The  Board’s  number  one  concern  is  the  con¬ 
formance  of  the  present  landfill  by  expansion  or  closing  of  the  landfill  which 
will  be  controlled  by  the  State  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineer¬ 
ing  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  Board  is  most  concerned 
with  the  correction  of  the  landfill  area  deficiencies. 

SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION 

The  Board  enforced  the  State  mandate  that  all  school-age  children  of 
the  Town  of  Braintree  be  fully  immunized  against  measles,  mumps,  rubella, 
polio ,  diphtheria ,  and  tetanus.  The  full  cooperation  of  the  school  system  in¬ 
sured  that  this  task  was  completed  successfully. 
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SCHOOL  NURSING  SERVICES 


The  Board  continued  its  nursing  services  with  the  private  schools  of  the 
town,  as  mandated  by  State  law,  although  there  was  a  reduction  to  regular  cov¬ 
erage  and  service  hours.

SEMINARS 

The  Board  sponsored  a  Public  Health  Seminar  on  choke  saving  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Blue  Cross— Blue  Shield  of  Massachusetts,  and  a  program  on 
food  sanitation  with  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Administra¬ 
tion,  a  total  of  194  people  attended  the  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


Submitted  herewith  is  a  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Pro¬ 
ject  for  1980. 

The  Project  is  a  year-round  operation  of  ten  adjoining  communities 
cooperating  in  a  joint  effort  to  reduce  mosquitoes.  The  Project  comprises  the 
City  of  Quincy  and  the  nine  towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham, 
Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate  and  Weymouth.  These  communities  cover 
an  area  of  approximately  170  square  miles,  serving  a  population  of  nearly 
250,000. 

The  Project  was  established  in  1953  under  a  Massachusetts  General  Law, 
Chapter  252.  The  Project  communities  are  in  a  voluntary  membership.  The 
Project’s  policy  is  set  and  administered  by  a  board  of  commissioners,  one  ap¬ 
pointee  from  each  community,  and  from  this  number  a  chairman  is  elected. 
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The  State  Reclamation  Board  are  the  overseers  of  the  operation  and  the  admin¬ 
isters  of  the  funds  and  purchasing.  The  Project  is  supervised  by  a  superintendent 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  November  1,  1979  to  October  31, 
1980,  beginning  in  the  late  fall  when  the  Project’s  crews  busied  themselves  in 
the  cleaning  of  the  silt ,  sand ,  grass  growth  and  other  obstructions  reducing  water 
flow  from  stagnant  water  mosquito  breeding  sites. 

WINTER  —  The  weather,  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  remained  open, 
a  little  snow  with  cool  but  mostly  fair  days.  This  allowed  more  than  the  normal 
amount  of  days  to  be  spent  on  water  management  projects  on  the  salt  marshes 
and  inland  water  swamps.  Walking  surveys  were  conducted  along  the  many 
drainage  ditches  installed  on  the  salt  marshes  and  where  the  flow  of  water  was 
blocked  or  restricted  by  sand,  silt,  shale  or  grass.  These  were  removed  to  allow 
a  maximum  flow  —  referred  to  as  “reclaiming  ditch.” 

The  clearing  of  blocks  and  obstructions  of  brooks  and  streams  in  the  up¬ 
land  wet  areas  was  done  —  referred  to  as  “brushing.” 

During  the  inclement  days,  overhauling  and  maintenance  of  spray  and 
other  operational  equipment  was  performed  in  preparation  for  the  active  mos¬ 
quito  season.  The  time  and  expense  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Project’s  ve¬ 
hicles  and  equipment  has  increased  considerably  as  it  becomes  older  and  worn 
and  cannot  afford  to  be  replaced. 

SPRING  —  April  to  June  —  The  early  spring  activities  were  divided  be¬ 
tween  water  management  projects  and  the  mosquito  larvae  checking.  By  the 
dipping  of  spring  thaw  water  pools  the  Project  is  able  to  determine  the  amount 
of  larvae  and  the  location  of  the  areas  needed  to  be  treated.  The  breeding  sites 
are  noted  on  maps  to  be  used  in  aerial  spray  operations  and  the  post  treatment 
check  of  results. 

The  absence  of  winter  snows  and  dry  conditions  of  the  spring  reduced  the 
amount  of  acreage  needed  to  be  treated  by  aircraft. 

SUMMER  —  July  to  September  —  Shortly  after  the  completion  of  the 
aerial  spray  operation,  the  salt  marsh  mosquitoes,  as  well  as  other  species,  started 
emergences.  The  mist  sprayers  were  put  into  service  adulticiding  in  the  areas  of 
mosquito  complaints.  This  past  season  a  “Ultra  Low  Volume”  cold  fog  in¬ 
secticide  unit  was  put  into  service.  This  U.L.V.  unit  is  a  relatively  new  concep¬ 
tion  of  adulticide  fogging,  whereby  no  heat  is  used,  but  small  insecticidal  drop¬ 
lets  are  reduced  to  small  micron  units  for  disbursement  over  a  much  larger 
controlled  area.  It  was  quite  successful  where  the  unit  was  used,  however,  if  it 
is  to  be  completely  utilized  in  a  project  of  this  size,  two  to  four  more  units 
must  be  used. 
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The  number  of  trained  personnel  was  kept  to  a  bare  minimum  this  season 
due  to  a  funding  cutback.  This  made  the  larvae  checking  and  larvaciding  a 
quite  limited  operation.  The  fact  that  drought  conditions  kept  the  mosquito 
breed  down  saved  many  areas  from  a  great  many  mosquitoes  that  would  have 
normally  been  about. 

The  Project  participates  annually  in  two  other  spray  programs.  These 
include  the  control  of  Greenhead  Flies  and  Midges.  The  season  being  hot  and 
dry  favored  the  Greenhead  Flies  of  the  salt  marshes.  Fixed  wing  aircraft  for 
Greenhead  Flied  and  a  helicopter  for  Midges  were  employed  to  apply  both  a 
larvacide  granular  and  an  adulticide  spray  for  these  two  pest  insects.  These 
operations  complement  the  mosquito  control  operation. 

STATISTICS: 

Mosquito  larvaciding  —  checked  3671  acres  by  dipping  water  for  larvae 
counts,  treated  562  acres  for  the  control  of  mosquitoes  in  the  larvae  stage,  ex¬ 
pending  1438  man  hours. 

Aerial  treatment  by  helicopter  and  Fixed  wing  aircraft  —  treated  12,315 
acres  both  in  larvaciding  and  adulticiding ,  expending  300  man  hours.  This  also 
includes  Greenhead  Fly  and  Midge  treatment. 

Mosquito  adulticiding  —  treated  12,441  acres  with  a  mobile  powered 
unit,  fogger  and  sprayer,  also  some  back  pack  units,  expending  1939  man  hours. 

Mosquito  larvaciding  and  adulticiding  with  mobile  powered  unit  —  2201 
storm  catch  basins  and  roadside  drains  were  treated,  expending  139  gallons  of 
insecticide  and  90  man  hours. 

WATER  MANAGEMENT 

A  walking  survey  was  made  of  26,650  feet  of  drainage  ditches,  creeks, 
brooks  and  streams  to  determine  what  needs  to  be  done  to  drain  or  increase  the 
flow  of  stagnant  water  that  in  turn  would  reduce  the  number  of  mosquitoes 
this  would  produce . 

To  flush  or  drain  off  stagnant  water  2450  feet  of  new  ditch  was  con¬ 
structed  on  tidal  waterways. 

To  maintain  ditch  work  previously  constructed,  110,300  feet  of  marsh 
ditching  was  reclaimed. 

To  maintain  the  flow  of  water  at  its  maximum,  82,125  feet  of  brooks, 
streams  and  “tap”  ditches  were  cleaned  of  silt,  sand,  shale,  growth  and  other 
obstructions  that  might  block  or  impede  water  flow. 
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The  brushing  (cutting)  and  clearing  of  13,000  feet  of  growth  was  done. 

The  purpose  of  this  was  for  access  of  personnel  and  equipment  to  accomplish 
water  management  projects  or  to  allow  inaccessible  areas  to  be  checked  and 
sprayed  for  mosquito  larvae. 

In  water  management,  2870  man  hours  were  expended. 

The  maintenance  of  all  equipment  and  the  garage  area  is  required  by  all 
personnel.  This  includes  the  preventive  as  well  as  breakdown  maintenance  of 
all  spray  equipment,  vehicles,  tractors  and  garage  property,  the  cleaning  and 
storing  of  all  equipment  and  chemical  materials  and  the  setting  up  preparations 
for  all  operations  in  the  field.  2435  man  hours  were  expended  on  Project  main¬ 
tenance  . 

Vacation  time  —  The  average  length  of  time  in  service  of  Project’s  per¬ 
sonnel  is  over  20  years,  most  having  the  maximum  vacation  time  allowed.  640 
man  hours  were  expended  on  personnel’s  vacations. 

Sick  days  are  accumulative  at  12  days  per  year.  280  man  hours  were  ex¬ 
pended  on  personnel’s  sick  time. 

All  main  holidays  are  paid  by  the  Project.  460  man  hours  were  expended 
on  holidays. 

During  the  summer  season  the  Project  received  1742  request  calls  for 
spray  service.  Of  these  approximately  1720  were  answered  in  one  manner  or 
another,  by  adulticiding  or  larvaciding. 

Twelve  commission  board  meetings  were  held  during  the  year. 

The  insecticides  used  by  the  Project  were  three: 

1 .  Abate  4E  for  mosquito  larvaciding  at  the  applied  rate  of  .03  of  a 
pound  actual  to  the  acre. 

2.  Fenthion  4E  for  mosquito  larvaciding  in  storm  catch  basins  at 
applied  rate  of  .002  of  pound  to  a  basin. 

3.  Malathion  57  E.C.  for  mosquito  adulticiding  at  applied  rates  of  .05 
to  .20  of  a  pound  per  acre.

SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


The  Personnel  Board  is  chartered  with  the  responsibility  for  developing 
and  administering  a  full  service  Personnel  program  for  twenty— two  (22)  depart¬ 
ments,  within  the  Town  of  Braintree,  exclusive  of  those  of  Light  and  School. 
This  program  covers  a  broad  range  of  functions,  including  employment,  training, 
labor  relations,  wage  and  salary,  and  representation  at  state  and  federal  hearings 
and  proceedings. 

These  departments  services  by  the  Personnel  Department  now  number 
some  800  or  more  employees,  distributed  by  categories  as:  full-time  —  363 ; 
part-time  —  60;  summer /seasonal  —  95;  and  approximately  300  additional  em¬ 
ployees,  including:  Auxiliary  Police  (uncompensated),  on— call  clerical  and  labor 
pools;  election  workers;  recording  secretaries,  and  so  forth.

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EMPLOYMENT 


A  major  effort  in  this  area  of  responsibility  continues  to  be  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  standards  for  recruitment  selection  and  employment  programs.  Careful 
evaluation  of  job  content,  current  requirements,  adjustments  or  changes  in  job 
emphasis  are  noted  during  a  cyclic  review.  This  program  is  designed  to  be  on¬ 
going  providing  a  12—18  month  review  cycle  of  all  Town  jobs.  Updated  and 
reviewed  job  descriptions  will  be  maintained  and  appropriate  recommendations 
for  adjustments  will  be  made  to  the  responsible  Appointing  Authorities. 

Job  descriptions  continue  to  be  the  focal  point  for  job  postings  within  the 
Town  and  for  recruitment  and  staffing  activities.  In  addition,  they  provide  the 
benchmark  reference  and  comparison  base  against  which  we  measure  the  effi¬ 
cacy,  stature  and  competitive  standing  of  the  Town’s  compensation  system  and 
practices  in  the  competitive  market. 

The  responsibility  for  the  operation  and  conduct  of  Civil  Service  matters 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Personnel  Board.  Currently  all  inquiries,  registration 
and  other  activities  involving  Civil  Service  are  being  administered  by  the  Per¬ 
sonnel  Department. 

TRAINING 

Two  programs  designed  to  broaden  and  enhance  the  managerial  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  skills  of  the  management  group  were  conducted  during  the  year. 
The  courses  were  developed  and  tailored  to  provide  the  training ,  coaching ,  skill 
building  activity  and  feedback  critique  needed  to  reinforce  the  acquisition  and 
application  techniques  of  the  subject  matter. 

The  educational  programs  with  the  sworn  services  continue  to  be  utilized 
by  the  members  to  broaden  understandings  and  application  of  the  police  and 
fire  sciences. 

LABOR  RELATIONS 

In  1980  the  Personnel  Board,  as  the  designated  Bargaining  Agent  for  the 
Town,  opened  negotiations  for  contract  renewals  with  two  (2)  unions  repre¬ 
senting  Town  employees.  During  the  summer  months  the  Police  Department 
decertified  the  union  representing  them  and  petitioned  for  a  representation 
election.  Coincident  with  that  action,  the  superior  officers  of  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  petitioned  to  split  from  the  group  and  form  a  separate  union.  Both  peti¬ 
tions  were  upheld  by  the  Massachusetts  Labor  Commission  and  two  (2)  unions 
were  certified  in  the  fall.  Discussions  were  opened  with  each  union  and  nego¬ 
tiations  with  all  parties  are  in  progress. 

The  Personnel  Board  and  department  have  conducted  many  bargaining 
sessions;  numerous  meetings  with  Appointing  Authorities,  Boards/Commissions; 
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in  addition  to  holding  or  attending  large  numbers  of  Grievance,  Labor  Commis¬ 
sion,  Arbitration,  Conciliation,  Mediation,  Civil  Service  or  other  such  hearings. 

In  addition,  the  Personnel  Group  represented  the  Town  at  many  State  and  local 
functions. 

The  Public  Administration  Service  of  Washington,  D.C.,  conducted  a 
preliminary  analysis  and  study  of  the  Braintree  Police  Department.  Their  re¬ 
port  on  management  aspects  and  operational  systems  has  been  analyzed  and 
evaluated  by  the  responsible  authorities,  and  many  suggestions  and  ideas  have 
been  incorporated. 

During  1980  the  Water  Department  has  made  significant  and  successful 
response  to  the  1979  Andersen  Study  recommendations.  The  systems,  pro¬ 
cedures  and  techniques  implemented  have  enhanced  the  significant  contribu¬ 
tions  of  this  Department. 

The  Town  continues  to  participate  in  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  its  benefit  and  the  mutual  benefit  of  all  participants  through  the 
continuation  of  the  date  and  information  exchange  and  the  forum  for  discussion 
of  common  problems.

This  past  year  the  Council  received  a  grant  from  South  Shore  Home  Care 
to  fund  a  senior  aide  in  the  office,  to  assist  with  senior  citizen  services  and  their 
problems.  We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Annabelle  Fitzgerald,  who  is  Filling  this 
position. 

The  services  the  Council  provides  are:  Traveling  Meals,  Shopping  Buses, 
Town— Wide  Trips,  Blood  Pressure  Clinic,  Flu  Clinic,  Bridge  Lessons,  Transpor¬ 
tation  to  the  doctor,  hospital  or  dentist,  Home  Care  Services,  Recreational 
Activities,  I.D.  Cards  and  Fuel  Assistance. 

The  Council  also  encourages  people  to  volunteer  and  enable  us  to  carry 
out  these  programs;  such  as  driving  the  van ,  delivering  meals  to  shut-ins,  mak¬ 
ing  friendly  phone  calls  and  friendly  visits.  At  present  we  have  a  Suffolk  Uni¬ 
versity  Social  Work  Major  and  a  Registered  Nurse;  each  volunteering  two  days  a 
week  to  assist  with  the  Outreach  Program. 

The  Council  also  have  a  newsletter  which  is  distributed  monthly  through¬ 
out  the  Town.  The  paper  does  report  the  monthly  activities  of  the  Council.  A 
Directory  of  Services  for  senior  citizens  is  also  available  at  the  Council  on  Aging 
office  at  the  Town  Hall.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  assists  eligible  veterans,  dependents 
and  survivors  of  veterans  as  provided  for  under  Chapter  115  and  amendments 
thereto  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Veterans  Benefits 

During  1980  141  families,  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  8,  were  assisted  by 
direct  financial  aid  and/or  payment  of  medical  bills. 

A  total  of  $1 17,361 .57  was  expended  for  veterans  benefits  during  Fiscal 
Year  1980.  Recovery  of  $15,277.60  was  realized  as  the  result  of  legal  assign¬ 
ments  and  liens  taken  against  workmen’s  compensation,  insurance  claims  and 
real  estate.  In  addition,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the 
town  of  Braintree  approximately  $5 1 ,041 .96  . 

All  employable  recipients  of  veterans  benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly 
reports  regarding  their  job  hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans  Services. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  Federal  and  State  programs  administered 
by  the  Veterans  Administration,  Social  Security  Administration,  Division  of 
Employment  Security,  Public  Health  Service  and  other  organizations  in  order 
to  reduce  cost  to  local  taxpayers. 

Veterans  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  performs  administrative  maintenance 
on  over  three  million  dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans 
Administration  annually.  This  maintenance  includes  reports  of  changes  in  fam¬ 
ily  status,  deaths,  births,  annual  income  from  other  sources,  change  in  health, 
school  attendance,  increase  in  degree  of  disability,  and  any  other  changes  which 
affect  health  or  financial  status  of  benefit  recipients. 

Over  1200  applications  and  necessary  substantiating  documents  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Veterans  Administration  for  medical,  education  and  financial  be¬ 
nefits  for  veterans,  dependents  and  survivors  of  veterans  during  1980. 

Other  services  rendered  include  VA  Hospitalization  Applications;  Survivor 
Benefit  Annuity  applications;  Requests  for  Military  Records;  Identification  ap¬ 
plications  to  VA  and  Armed  Forces;  Fuel  Assistance  applications;  Medicaid 
applications;  VA  Annual  Income  Questionnaires  filed;  Disability  Social  Secur¬ 
ity  and  SSI  appeals;  Hospital,  nursing  home  and  home  visits  to  elderly  and 
disabled;  and  referral  services  as  appropriate.

GRAVES  REGISTRATION 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared 
for  by  the  Graves  Registration  Officer  in  compliance  with  Chapter  1 14,  Section 
46 A  and  Chapter  1 15,  Section  9  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  Funeral  Director  is  required  to  File  an 
affidavit  with  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  burial  took  place  in  accordance  with 
Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws.  Permanent  graves  registration 
cards  are  dept  on  file.  One  hundred  thirty— eight  affidavits  were  Filed  with  this 
office  during  1980. 

A  flag  is  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  every  Memorial  Day, 
approximately  2300  graves  were  so  decorated  in  1980. 

Applications  for  grave  markers  can  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans  Services 
OfFice  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  by  the  Veterans  Admin¬ 
istration  free  of  charge. 

I  am  grateful  to  Post  86,  American  Legion,  Chapter  29,  Disabled  Ameri¬ 
can  Veterans,  and  Post  1702,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  for  their  assistance  in 
decorating  veterans  graves  in  Braintree’s  cemeteries  prior  to  Memorial  Day, 
1980.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  or  subsidizes  377  housing  units 
in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on  Heri¬ 
tage  Lane.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  housing  for  the  elderly  are  that 
applicants  be  at  least  62  years  of  age,  have  an  annual  income  of  no  more  than 
$8,680.00  for  one  person,  $9,920.00  for  a  couple,  and  assets  of  no  more  than 
$15,000.00.  The  average  rental  income  in  1980  was  $84.00  per  unit  per  month. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State— aided.  176  subsidized  units  for  low  income 
elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments,  81  units 
subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence  Manor, 
and  1 1  units  subsidized  at  large.  The  annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  the 
program  range  from  $8,680.00  for  one  person  to  $13,950.00  for  six  persons, 
and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are  $15,000.00.  The  annual  income  limits 
for  continued  occupancy  may  not  exceed  the  HUD  published  Fair  Market  Rent 
for  the  size  unit  occupied  by  the  family.  The  average  monthly  subsidy  paid  to 
landlords  by  the  Authority  was  $237.00  in  1980. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State— aided.  3  units,  single  family  dwellings  at 
scattered  sites.  The  income  limits  for  admission  and  continued  occupancy  are 
the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  program.  Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their 
own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the 
properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income  for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally— aided.  85  units 
at  scattered  sites.  The  annual  income  limits  for  admission  to  this  program  range 
from  $12,200.00  for  one  person  to  $19,600.00  for  six  persons,  and  there  is  no 
asset  limitation  for  eligibility  .  Persons  to  whom  Certificates  of  Eligibility  are 
issued  seek  suitable  housing  accommodations  in  moderately  priced  existing 
rental  units.  The  maximum  permissible  rents,  including  all  utilities,  as  published 
in  the  Federal  Register,  are  $299.00  for  a  one— bedroom  unit,  $355.00  for  a 
two— bedroom  unit,  and  $409.00  for  a  three— bedroom  unit.  The  average  as¬ 
sistance  payment  made  to  landlords  in  1980  was  $21 1.00  per  month. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State— aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns  a 
large  single— family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Resi¬ 
dence  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  live— in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time 
residents  and  one  Respite  Care  room  for  periodic  use .  The  South  Shore  Re¬ 
habilitation  Center,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Dept,  of  Mental  Health,  leases 
the  property  for  the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational 
training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 
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New  Projects: 

In  July  1980  a  contract  was  signed  for  the  general  construction  of  58 
units  of  elderly  housing  and  a  community  building,  Project  667— 3,  with  Paul 
Sardella  Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Walpole,  Massachusetts.  The  development  is 
under  construction  in  Braintree  Highlands  and  will  feature  a  passive  solar  de¬ 
sign  which  is  anticipated  to  save  up  to  50%  of  heating  costs.  The  anticipated 
occupancy  date  is  December  1,1981. 

The  Authority  applied  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  &  Urban  De¬ 
velopment  for  funding  to  subsidize  an  additional  50  units  of  housing  for  elderly 
and  families  under  the  Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Ap¬ 
proval  is  pending. 

The  Authority  also  applied  to  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development  for  an  additional  5  units  under  the  Chapter  705 
Scattered  Site  Family  Housing  Program.  The  application  was  approved  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  five  single— family  or  duplex  units,  subject  to  certain  condi¬ 
tions  which  must  be  met  prior  to  the  execution  of  a  Contract  for  Financial 
Assistance. 

In  April  1981  the  Authority  relocated  its  offices  to  400  Franklin  Street, 
Braintree  Five  Corners.  The  former  office  at  Heritage  Lane  was  converted  into 
a  dwelling  unit.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


1980  was  another  routine  year  for  the  Historical  Commission.  The  pri¬ 
mary  task  at  hand,  the  completion  of  the  town— wide  inventory  and  survey  of 
all  historic  places  under  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Commission,  has  been  continuing  slowly  but  steadily.  Nomination  applications 
for  National  Register  status  for  the  four  properties  approved  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Historical  Commission,  the  Town  Hall,  the  main  building  at  Thayer  Acad¬ 
emy,  the  Hollis  Institute  and  the  Jaconias  Thayer  House,  and  the  old  Union 
School  House  (Legion  Building)  are  being  prepared.  Nearly  all  of  the  plaques 
for  those  inventoried  properties  whose  owners  requested  them  have  been  fab¬ 
ricated  and  distributed. 

During  the  year  only  one  unanticipated  situation  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  Commission.  The  Town  of  Braintree  had  retained  a  design  firm  for  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  contract  and  construction  documents  for  a  Safety  Improvement 
Project  at  the  intersection  of  Commercial,  Elm  and  Hayward  Streets.  The  design 
firm  submitted  a  plan  of  the  proposed  Functional  Design  and  requested  a  de¬ 
termination  of  effects  on  historical  properties,  if  any,  in  the  area.  The  design 
firm  was  notified  that  our  examination  showed  that  no  historical  property  was 
directly  affected ,  although  the  Silas  Veasie  House,  which  is  listed  on  the  Brain¬ 
tree  inventory,  does  abut  the  improved  area  at  No.  550  Commercial  Street. 
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The  Commissioners  during  this  period  were  Robert  Bloom,  Clerk,  Otis  R. 
Oakman,  Jr.,  Vincent  Pattavina,  M.D.,  and  Lawrence  Powell.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  year 
ending  December  31 , 1980. 

All  work  that  was  approved  in  the  1980  Fiscal  Budget  for  the  general  care 
and  tree  removal  has  been  completed. 

During  1980  one  hundred  and  eighty  trees  were  planted  throughout  the 
town,  and  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  small  trees  were  planted  in  the  tree  bank 
for  the  future  re— planting.  Over  thirty  small  trees  planted  by  the  tree  warden 
in  different  locations  throughout  the  town  were  severely  damated  by  vandalism, 
at  a  loss  to  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HARRY  J.  LAKE 
TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 


The  past  year  has  been  a  fairly  busy  one  and  there  has  been  a  steady  flow 
of  requests  for  permits  from  Town  residents  to  enable  them  to  obtain  dead- 
wood  from  the  Forest.  Because  of  the  shortage  of  our  water  supply,  it  was 
necessary  for  us  to  close  the  forest  during  the  early  fall  because  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  was  receiving  daily  calls  to  extinguish  brush  fires.  This  was  apparently 
the  first  time  in  almost  40  years  that  this  had  been  done. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  policing  of  the  Forest,  the  Committee  consid¬ 
ered  the  various  alternatives  which  were  available  and  decided  to  limit  wood 
cutting  to  Saturdays  only,  rather  than  to  discontinuing  cutting  at  any  time  or 
charging  a  fee  for  permits. 

There  is  still  some  evidence  of  unauthorized  persons  removing  wood  from 
the  Forest  and  some  vandalism  in  the  cutting  of  live  trees.  Residents  living  near 
the  Forest  are  urged  to  report  to  the  Police  Department  any  activity  involving 
wood  cutting  or  removal  of  wood  from  the  Forest  on  any  day  except  Saturday. 

The  increasing  costs  of  oil,  electricity  and  gas  has  increased  the  demand 
for  wood.  If  we  do  not  control  the  cutting  of  trees  and  protect  the  live  trees, 
the  whole  Town  Forest  can  be  endangered. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  obtain  some  help  from  the  Boy 
Scouts  in  cleaning  out  the  brook  to  improve  the  flow  of  water  through  the 
Forest,  clean  up  some  brush  and  create  one  or  two  Nature  Trails.  The  Scouts 
have  been  helping  clean  up  some  of  the  debris  discarded  in  the  Forest,  and  it  is 
not  unusual  for  them  to  collect  as  many  as  twenty  rubbish  bags  full  of  emply 
bottles  and  cans  at  one  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  -  BRAINTREE  REGIONAL 
RECREATION  -  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT 


The  1979—80  year  has  brought  significant  changes  to  “Pond  Meadow 
Park.”  Our  first  full— time  employee,  Park  Supervisor  Walter  Shaw,  left  the 
district  to  assume  a  position  as  Superintendent  of  Parks  and  Trees  for  the  Town 
of  Falmouth.  Forrest  Proctor  was  promoted  to  Park  Supervisor  and  Robert 
MacKenzie  of  weymouth  was  hired  as  Park  Ranger. 

This  past  summer  saw  the  end  of  all  CETA  projects.  Under  CETA  spon¬ 
sorship  the  district  accomplished  considerable  park  development  and  conducted 
many  environmental  and  outdoor  education  programs.  The  free  day  came  was 
one  of  our  more  successful  programs.  We  welcomed  CETA  assistance  but  it 
did  produce  administrative  headaches  and  made  long-range  planning  difficult. 
The  district  is  now  staffed  solely  by  the  two  full-time  rangers.  This  greatly 
reduces  program  offerings  and  will  to  some  degree  Emit  future  park  develop¬ 
ment. 


To  fill  the  void  ‘The  Friends  of  Pond  Meadow”  was  established  under  the 
able  guidance  of  former  Commissioner  Michael  McWade.  The  “Friends”  is  a 
non-profit,  volunteer  group  dedicated  to  out— door  and  environmental  educa¬ 
tion.  Its  first  major  project  was  a  summer  day  camp.  The  Friends  is  a  viable 
organization  that  will  continue  to  enhance  public  use  of  the  park. 

One  November  1 , 1980  the  swing  vote  went  to  Braintree.  Mike  McWade 
of  Weymouth  was  replaced  by  Arthur  Niles  of  Braintree. 

The  proposed  bike  path  received  preliminary  approval  from  the  Central 
Transportation  Planning  Staff.  Final  negotiations  are  in  process  with  the  Mass. 
Dept,  of  Public  Works.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  project  will  start  in  the  Spring 
of  81 . 


An  area  adjacent  to  the  Weymouth  access  is  being  developed  for  organ¬ 
ized  group  camping.  It  is  essentially  for  boy  scouts  but  is  also  available  for 
other  groups.  The  boundaries  and  sites  were  laid  out  by  Commissioner  Paul 
Toner.  Groups  using  the  area  are  expected  to  develop  suitable  sites  and  police 
the  area.  There  is  a  minimum  of  involvement  by  the  park  rangers.  This  plan 
utilizes  an  area  previously  undeveloped  and  takes  the  strain  off  the  picnic- 
camping  areas  near  the  dam. 

The  Corp.  of  Engineers  made  its  annual  inspection  on  October  14, 1980. 
Minor  spawling  on  the  face  of  the  dam  was  noted.  This  is  being  repaired. 
Vegetation  growth  in  the  channel  was  brought  up  again.  This  is  a  constant 
problem  with  no  apparent  permanent  solution.  The  rangers  work  at  this  as 
time  permits. 
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The  Commissioners  approved  a  new  Outreach  Program  to  start  in  the 
spring.  The  objective  is  to  present  a  slide  program  at  a  nursing  home  or  commu¬ 
nity  group  on  a  monthly  basis.  This  program  was  previously  started  by  CETA 
employees  and  will  now  be  voluntarily  staffed  by  the  commissioners.  Funding 
for  equipment  will  be  solicited  from  local  service  groups  and  no  cost  is  antici¬ 
pated  from  district  funds.  The  goal  is  to  reach  those  who  cannot  visit  the  park 
due  to  age  or  physical  handicaps. 

The  annual  reorganization  meeting  was  held  on  November  12,  1980. 
Officers  elected  were  Normand  E.  LaMontagne,  Chairman;  J.  Paul  Toner,  Clerk; 
and  Robert  McConnell,  Treasurer. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  would  like  to  thank  the  Boards  of  Selectmen 
and  the  various  departments  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  year  1980  was  a  year  of  changes  for  the  Conservation  Commission. 
Several  Commissioners  left  the  Commission  and  four  new  ones  have  started 
their  terms  in  1980.  The  recording  secretary  left  after  many  years,  the  newly 
hired  Coordinator  (shared  with  the  Planning  Board)  left  in  April  and  another 
started  August  1 . 

Also,  the  Commission  has  a  Senior  Clerk  who  started  August  4.  This  is  a 
new  position  and,  like  the  Coordinator’s  position,  is  shared  with  the  Planning 
Board.  The  large  number  of  turnovers  at  every  phase  was  unsettling  but  the 
Commission  appears  to  have  continued  with  their  duties  as  required  and  should 
only  continue  to  improve  as  new  people  learn  the  nuances  of  their  directive. 

During  1980  the  Commission  received  seven  (7)  new  projects  under  the 
wetlands  law  (MGL  Chap.  131  Sec.  40).  Also,  they  received  numerous  requests 
for:  extension  of  existing  Orders  of  Conditions,  Certificates  of  Compliance,  De¬ 
termination  of  Applicability  and  investigation  of  possible  violations.  The  need 
to  increase  these  activities  and  to  become  more  watchful  has  been  underscored 
by  water  shortages. 
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There  are  several  subcommittees  within  the  scope  of  the  Conservation 
Commission.  The  Land  Management  subcommittee,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Quincy  Court  “Earn  It”  program  worked  all  summer  on  Conservation  land  at 
Hayward  Creek,  cleaning  up  the  property.  Work  has  been  on— going  with  the 
Planning  subcommittee,  a  plan  should  be  finalized  during  1981.  Other  com¬ 
mittees  also  were  active  and  continue  to  promote  Conservation  concerns. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has,  and  will  continue  to  promote  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  Cranberry  Pond  Conservation  land  which  will  continue  to  see  its 
boundaries  threatened  by  development. 

The  Town  received  a  Coastal  Zone  Management  Grant  (CZM)  to  study 
sedimentation  on  the  Monatiquot  River.  The  results  of  this  study  should  be 
available  by  early  summer  1981  and  will  be  very  helpful  in  looking  at  possible 
implementation  schemes  proposed  to  remedy  the  problem. 

The  year  1980  was  an  active  one  in  which  many  obstacles  were  sur¬ 
mounted.  The  challenges  for  1981  have  been  delineated,  demands  created  by 
the  development  pressure,  the  need  to  protect  wetlands  and  the  task  of  endur¬ 
ing  the  severe  budgetary  restrictions  that  will  be  imposed.  The  Conservation 
Commissioners  have  and  shall  remain  attentive  to  the  needs  of  this  community 
and  their  responsibilities  as  mandated  by  law.

REPORT  OF  THE  BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 


The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  herewith  sub¬ 
mits  the  following  as  its  annual  report  of  progress  for  the  year  1980  which  sig¬ 
nifies  the  first  twenty— five  years  the  town  has  owned  and  operated  this  180 
acre  greenbelt  and  watershed  facility. 

The  Operating  Committee  conducted  twelve  regular  monthly  meetings 
during  the  past  year  and  recorded  a  collective  attendance  which  amounted  to 
75%  overall. 
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The  most  positive  highlight  at  the  golf  course  this  past  year  was  the 
record  that  was  set  for  the  highest  ever  recorded  receipts  taken  in  from  the 
golfing  users  of  the  course.  With  the  almost  36,500  rounds  of  golf  played  at 
this  eighteen  hole  facility,  the  town  deposited  $147,669.00  into  the  Golf 
Course  Reserve  For  Appropriation  Account ,  which  will  again  offset  future  year 
operating  costs.  This  sum  recorded  last  year  represents  an  increase  in  revenues 
of  nearly  $25,000.00  over  the  previous  year. 

Golf  Course  Maintenance  Foreman  Herbert  “Bud”  Morton  began  what 
will  be  a  several  stage  development  of  an  automated  irrigation/sprinkler  system 
at  the  golf  course,  which  will  reduce  the  amount  of  manhours  required  to  keep 
the  course  in  the  condition  required  to  continually  attract  the  number  of  golf¬ 
ers  needed  to  keep  this  facility  the  self-supporting  enterprise  it  has  become. 

In  future  years  we  hope  to  eventually  automate  the  entire  eighteen  holes  on 
the  course  to  allow  for  late  night  watering  while  the  town  is  asleep. 

Referring  again  to  the  receipts  recorded,  not  only  was  the  total  the  highest 
ever  recorded,  but  other  records  were  set  as  well.  The  months  in  1980  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  June,  July  and  August  recorded  the  highest  ever  recorded  total  receipts 
in  twenty— five  years.  Finally,  the  month  of  April  recorded  the  second  highest 
ever  recorded  one— month  receipts  in  the  past  twenty— five  years  as  well. 

Vandalism  continued  to  plague  the  operation  at  the  golf  course  as  vandals 
broke  into  the  golf  cart  storage  area  and  damaged  two  carts  in  the  process.  The 
roof  at  the  course  also  received  damage  by  vandals  early  in  the  year. 

Prior  to  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Golf  Course  Clubhouse  had  installed  a 
coal/wood  burning  stove  which  should  considerably  reduce  the  costs  of  main¬ 
taining  a  comfortable  level  of  heat  during  the  cooler  months  late  each  year  or 
early  season  golfing  if  the  weather  permits.  The  wooded  areas  on  the  golf 
course  provides  a  reserve  of  wood  that  the  department  can  obtain  the  necessary 
fuel  to  fire  this  stove. 

The  many  leagues  and  tournaments  conducted  at  the  golf  course  during 
the  past  year  again  indicated  that  despite  the  lack  of  an  all  purpose  clubhouse 
the  public  will  enjoy  playing  at  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course,  provided  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  greens  and  fairways  are  maintained  as  they  were  during  1980. 

The  Operating  Committee  looks  forward  to  1981  with  hopes  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  conditions  of  the  golf  course  while  holding  the  line  as  close  to  present 
costs;  this  will  be  required  to  keep  avid  golfers  playing  at  this  facility.  Despite 
the  possibility  that  the  rates  might  increase,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  minimal, 
which  should  continue  to  make  the  golf  course  as  inexpensive  to  play  as  most 
other  golf  courses  in  the  Greater  Boston  area. 

The  Operating  Committee  herewith  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  coop¬ 
eration  it  has  received  during  the  past  year  from  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Play¬ 
grounds  Commission,  Park  Superintendent  Guy  Grey ,  other  department  employ- 
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ees,  other  individuals  such  as  Town  Accountant  Walter  Kirkland,  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  Robert  Breen,  and  most  importantly,  the  golfing  enthusiasts  who  continue 
to  patronize  this  facility  each  and  every  year.

YOUTH  SERVICES  AND  RECREATION 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  1980  the  opportunity  for  recreational  opportunity  for  Braintree  citi¬ 
zens  was  varied  and  well  attended.  The  Park  Commission  continued  to  present 
much  support  and  interest  in  the  activities  developed  for  local  residents  by  the 
department,  and  for  this  I  am  extremely  grateful.  We  took  advantage  of  using 
space  available  at  the  Central  Junior  High  School  building  to  conduct  several  of 
our  programs  for  all  age  groups. 

Despite  the  reduced  appropriation  to  conduct  programs,  the  department, 
with  the  support  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  adopted  a  Recreation  Services 
Revolving  Fund.  This  fund  will  enable  the  department  to  charge  fees  to  parti¬ 
cipants  who  want  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  available  to  them,  and 
these  fees  collected  will  in  turn  eventually  entirely  support  the  cost  of  that  pro¬ 
gram.  In  the  years  ahead  the  offering  of  recreation  programs  will  most  likely 
operate  entirely  on  a  self— supported  nature. 

The  Braintree  Park  Commission  was  cited  with  the  presentation  of  a 
plaque  from  the  executive  director  of  the  Greater  Quincy  Chapter  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross.  The  continued  support,  recognition  and  adherence  to  the  prin¬ 
ciples  and  practices  of  the  aquatic  standards  rendered  by  the  American  Red 
Cross  won  the  “Citation  For  Services”  award  from  this  South  Shore  chapter 
which  services  Braintree. 
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Once  again,  nationally  sponsored  special  events  were  offered  by  the 
Braintree  Park  Department  to  youths  and  adults  alike  and  the  winners  of  these 
competitions  and  events  received  an  opportunity  to  advance  to  national  finals. 
The  department  once  again  hosted  the  Massachusetts  State  Finals  for  the  Her- 
shey  National  Track  and  Field  Youth  Program  in  July;  the  local  Special 
Olympics  Trials  in  May  and  the  State  Police  Junior  Olympics  program  for  the 
region  in  June.  Not  only  is  the  opportunity  acquired  for  participants  of  Brain¬ 
tree  to  take  advantage  of,  but  the  supplies  and  equipment  to  implement  these 
programs  is  provided  free  of  cost  to  the  department,  which  can  use  them  in 
other  events  as  well  for  their  own  inventory,  thereby  reducing  equipment  pur¬ 
chase  requirements  of  the  department. 

I  continued  to  provide  management  services  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
the  Central  Junior  High  schoolhouse  and  gymnasium  buildings  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  was  interesting  to  calculate  that  users  who  rented  space  for  recrea¬ 
tional  activities  in  the  Daughraty  Gymnasium  during  the  past  year  completely 
offset  the  costs  to  operate  this  facility  for  the  town. 

With  this  fact  made  known  to  the  Town  Meeting  membership  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  it  helped  pursuade  them  to  retain  the  gym  while  deciding  the  future  fate 
of  the  main  building.  This  gymnasium  literally  serves  thousands  of  residents 
each  year,  and,  hopefully,  it  will  be  able  to  accommodate  a  similar  number  in 
years  to  come  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  Braintree  Park  Commis¬ 
sion. 

During  July  lifeguards  Thomas  J.  O’Malley  and  Paul  M.  Gauthier,  working 
at  Sunset  Lake,  successfully  retrieved  and  revived  a  twenty— one  year  old  who 
nearly  drowned  while  swimming.  For  their  successful  efforts  these  two  employ¬ 
ees  were  recipients  of  the  American  Red  Cross’  Certificate  of  Recognition,  as 
well  as  citations  from  both  Congressman  Brian  Donnelly  and  local  state  repre¬ 
sentative  Elizabeth  Metayer. 

Attendances  at  Sunset  Lake  during  the  ten  week  bathing  season  were  of 
record  numbers,  exceeding  110,000.  The  severe  heat  and  dry  climate  drove 
people  to  bathing  activities  as  never  before.  The  playgrounds  operated  by  the 
department  similarly  affected  by  hot  and  dry  climates  received  a  reduced  at¬ 
tendance  level  for  the  eight  week  program  instead. 

The  Morrison  Day  Activity  Program  for  Special  Needs  residents  of  the 
town  recorded  its  highest  by  far  attendance  level  during  its  First  week  of  opera¬ 
tion,  exceeding  sixty  participants.  After  restructuring  enrollment  requirements, 
some  minimally  qualified  participants  were  dropped  from  the  program,  allowing 
the  remainder  clients  to  enjoy  a  most  happy  experience  the  final  seven  weeks  of 
operation. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Park  Superintendent  Guy  Grey, 
Playground  Supervisor  Jim  Laneau  and  his  assistant  Dawn  Oberg,  Morrison 
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Program  David  Swanton  and  Waterfront  Supervisor  Thomas  Cahill,  for  their 
support,  patience  and  assistance  during  their  employment  with  the  department 
during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PARKS 
AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  compiled  a  combined 
average  of  75%  attendance  during  the  past  year  with  the  many  meetings  they 
conducted  to  operate  the  Braintree  Park  Department.  The  board  conducted 
their  annual  reorganization  in  March  and  John  J.  Hennessy  was  again  re-elected 
its  Chairman,  Sheila  D.  Roach,  its  Vice  Chairman.  There  was  the  unexpected 
resignation  from  the  Commission  by  James  E.  Sullivan,  serving  as  the  Planning 
Board  appointed  representative.  In  April,  recently  elected  Planning  Board  mem¬ 
ber  William  H.  Parlee  was  appointed  by  that  committee’s  chairman  Richard 
Parsons  to  replace  Mr.  Sullivan  on  the  Park  Commission. 

The  Park  Commissioners  were  recipients  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Marion 
E.  Leary  who  resided  on  Grove  Street  for  many  years.  The  Leary  home  was  sold 
at  public  auction  and  all  proceeds  from  this  sale  were  placed  into  the  Marion  E. 
Leary  Trust  Fund  for  Parks  and  Playgrounds.  The  more  than  three  acres  of  land 
also  provided  the  Park  Commission  by  this  Town  Meeting  action  will  someday, 
hopefully,  provide  a  nice  pleasant  natural  park  for  townspeople  to  appreciate. 

The  Park  Commissioners  were  requested  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  the 
Braintree  Yacht  Club  located  on  Gordon  Road  in  East  Braintree  for  approval  to 
expand  their  clubhouse  facilities  on  land  they  are  presently  maintaining,  which 
is  part  of  Watson  Park.  The  board  took  the  request  under  advisement  until 
research  is  completed  on  how  the  town  can  encourage  this  organization’s  ex¬ 
tended  leasing  of  parkland  while  conducting  their  boating  activities. 

The  board  continued  to  use  space  in  the  former  Central  Junior  High 
School  on  Washington  Street  as  headquarters  for  its  administrative  branch  of 
operation.  Utilizing  the  gymnasium,  store  rooms,  as  well  as  class  rooms,  for 
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meetings,  and  the  central  office  area  for  its  office  administration,  this  building 
has  been  managed  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  representing  the 
town  while  dealing  with  the  many  tenants  leasing  space  in  the  former  school 
building. 

The  board  formally  went  on  record  in  October  to  request  of  the  Selectmen 
that  the  Alice  Daughraty  Gymnasium  be  turned  over  to  the  Park  Commission 
for  recreational  purposes  once  convenient  for  the  Selectmen  to  dispense  with 
the  buildings.  The  November  1980  Special  Town  Meeting  concurred  with  the 
Park  Commission  that  this  gymnasium  should  be  retained  by  the  community  as 
a  recreational  resource  for  the  many  activities  it  could  support. 

The  Park  Commissioners  extends  its  gratitude  to  the  many  other  town 
departments,  boards,  and  commissions  who  have  helped  us  enjoy  another  very 
successful  year  of  operation.  Particularly,  the  board  cites  the  excellent  coopera¬ 
tion  it  received  from  Town  Counsel  Arthur  A.  Smith,  Jr.,  Town  Accountant 
Walter  Kirkland,  Highway  Department  Superintendent  Robert  E.  Frazier,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  for  their  ex¬ 
tended  assistance  during  the  past  year.  Without  this  fine  cooperation,  providing 
recreational  activities  and  maintenance  support  for  the  activities  and  events  con¬ 
ducted  on  the  fields  and  parks  in  Braintree ,  such  activities  would  have  been  that 
much  more  difficult  to  provide. 

Finally,  the  Park  Commissioners  recognize  the  assistance  they  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  receive  from  its  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  members  under 
the  direction  of  Chairman  Ralph  W.  Bucknam.  This  group  meets  at  least  once 
per  month  very  faithfully  and  are  an  immeasurable  assistance  to  the  Park  Com¬ 
mission  advising  them  on  golf  course  operation  policy.  The  Park  Commission 
wishes  to  publicly  extend  its  appreciation  for  the  time  and  commitment  each  of 
these  members  provide  for  the  continued  successful  operation  of  our  Braintree 
Municipal  Golf  Course.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  SUPERINTENDENT 


The  year  1980  was  the  driest  year  for  many  years  and  this  made  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  our  many  acres  of  outdoor  facilities  most  difficult  with  the  lack  of  water 
available  to  keep  the  grounds  moist  and  green.  Nevertheless,  the  department 
attempted  to  keep  a  quality  of  maintenance  at  a  level  acceptable  for  public 
usage  which  in  1980  was  the  highest  in  memory. 

With  the  more  than  one  thousand  events  that  our  department  prepared 
facilities  for,  including  the  school  athletic  facilities,  the  department’s  labor 
force  worked  at  a  pace  never  before  required  of  them.  Despite  all  the  baseball 
and  softball  fields  we  presently  had  in  town,  it  wasn’t  enough  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mand,  and  the  department  prepared  new  fields  in  the  Hollingsworth  Playground 
area  in  South  Braintree  and  one  additional  softball  field  on  the  grounds  of  East 
Junior  High  School. 

New  playground  apparatus  was  installed  by  the  department  at  the  Mattul- 
ina  Playground  in  our  attempts  to  keep  abreast  of  conditions  of  existing  equip¬ 
ment  and  usages  of  the  same.  More  work  is  planned  for  this  playground  area  in 
cooperation  with  the  civic  association  in  that  area  to  return  that  facility  into 
the  pleasant  condition  it  once  was. 

The  department  installed  a  new  bathing  dock  system  in  the  shallower 
small  children’s  area  at  Sunset  Lake  during  1980,  bringing  our  bathing  area 
equipment  the  best  it  has  ever  been.  The  new  aluminum  dock  are  virtually 
maintenance  free,  much  more  durable  and  safer,  which  should  save  the  commu¬ 
nity  money  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  tennis  courts  at  Hollis  Field  were  reconditioned  this  past  summer  and 
the  renewed  high  level  of  usage  indicates  that  the  public  enjoys  attractive  and 
well  conditioned  tennis  facilities. 

The  parking  lot  at  Watson  Park  was  paved  over  this  past  summer  as  well, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Braintree  Highway  Department,  and  this  project  has 
improved  the  dusty  conditions  at  this  very  popular  park  immeasurably. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Parks  and 
Playgrounds  Commission  for  their  continued  support  and  understanding  over 
the  past  year.  Particularly,  I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Park 
Department  employees  Bill  Hedlund  and  Bud  Morton  for  their  assistance  ren¬ 
dered  me  this  past  year  as  well. 

Each  and  every  Park  Department  employee  over  the  past  year  performed 
at  a  level  that  I  have  never  before  been  able  to  witness,  and  their  cooperation 
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with  the  tasks  we  had  to  accomplish  should  not  go  unnoticed.  To  Robert 
Frazier  and  Eleanor  Reardon  of  the  Highway  Department,  as  well  as  other  town 
departments  who  assisted  me  during  the  past  year,  I  am  very  grateful  for  your 
assistance  as  it  made  my  job  that  much  more  enjoyable  while  carrying  out  the 
responsibilities  given  to  me  by  my  board.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  two  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws: 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds,  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and  expend 
therefrom  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  board 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  and  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year  shall 
make  a  report  to  the  Town,  showing  the  total  amount  of  the  funds,  and  their 
investments,  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth 
in  detail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book.
